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Economic Miracle 


Portugal's latest economic figures have surprised even 
the most optimistic observers as it recorded its best 
growth since 2007 while reporting the biggest 
percentage increase anywhere in Europe for the first 
quarter of 2010. These figures were released at a time 
when the government is preparing widespread austerity 
measures in a bid to calm markets and avoid contagion 
from the Greek debt crisis.

Prime Minister Jose Socrates 
was left counting his blessings on 
Wednesday after it become ap- 
parent the Portuguese economy 
had registered 1 .7 percent year- 
on-year growth in its Gross Do- 
mestic Product. 

According to the National Sta- 
tistics Office (INE), quarterly 
growth was fixed at one percent, 
confirming Portugal had emerged 
from technical recession after also 
reporting an increase during the 
final quarter of 2009. 
The INE also explained that GDP 
year-on-year increase in the first 
quarter of 2010 was partially as- 
sociated to a base effect (in the 
first quarter of 2009, GDP dimin- 
ished 3.7 percent year-on-year), 
with “domestic demand and ex- 
ternal demand balance registering 
an increase in their respective 
contributions, more intense in the 
first case.” 

Speaking shortly after an au- 
dience with Pope Benedict XVI, 
the prime minister emphatically 
announced that Portugal had 
achieved the best economic 
growth in Europe and that it is the 
first country to emerge from the 
recession. 


Earlier this week. Prime Min- 
ister Jose Socrates had also re- 
vealed that exports had risen by 
nine percent over the first two 
months of the year while car pro- 
duction reported year-on-year 
growth of 34 percent for the com- 
bined period of January and Eeb- 
ruary. 

“These are very positive signs 
that leave me very confident in 
relation to the evolution of the 
Portuguese economy”, said the 
prime minister. 

But not willing to rest on the 
laurels of these statistics, the 
minority ruling-Sociahsts and the 
opposition Social Democrats this 
week sat around the same table 
toconjure adeal containing a wide 
array of what will undoubtedly 
be unpopular austerity meas- 
ures. 

Shortly before going to press 
on Thursday, Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates and opposition 
leader Pedro Passos Coelho were 
finalising a deal to bring the coun- 
try ’s spiraling budget deficit 
down to acceptable proportions. 

The first measure will be to 
push up VAT on all levels, in- 
cluding basic necessities, by one 


percent. All citizens will also face 
an additional tax on their wages. 
Civil servants and private em- 
ployees earning €2,375 or less 
will pay an extra one percent IRS , 
while those earning more than 
this value will be subject to an 
income tax of 1 .5 percent while 
company taxes (IRC) will be in- 
creased by at least two percent. 

A proposal to announce a tax 
on all Christmas bonuses paid to 
workers seems, for now, to have 
been left on the backburner. 

In the meantime, and what 
appears to be a bid to soften the 
blow of these taxes, which has 
attracted vehement opposition 
of unions and leftist parties, the 
government is preparing to cut 
the salaries of all politicians, pub- 
lic directors and members of state 
watchdog organisations by five 
percent. 

With these measures, the gov- 
ernment is looking to rake in an 
additional 1 .7 billion euros which 
will bring the deficit down to 7.3 
percent from a current figure that 
currently borders on ten percent. 

The European Union is fore- 
casting Portugal will end the year 
with a budget deficit of 8.5 per- 
cent. 

The government has declined 
to follow the example of Greece 
and Spain and said it would not 
implemented hefty civil service 
pay cuts in order remedy Portu- 
gal’ s struggling accounts. 

“We here in Portugal will move 
forward with our own measures 
and we will also announce them 
in the very near future, but there 
is no need to copy what others 
have done”, explained Einance 


Minister Teixeira dos Santos 
shortly before the austerity 
measures were to be released. 

Immediate reaction to these 
proposed measures on interna- 
tional markets was positive, with 
Portugal’ s credit-default swaps 
tumbling on Thursday to levels 
that are now in line with those in 
Spain and Ireland. 

A combination of Portugal’s 
sweeping austerity measures, 
coupled with the positive eco- 
nomic figures released this week 
appear to have contributed to the 
country now finally moving to- 
ward stability and be less prone 
to speculators. 

Portugal’s situation was fur- 
ther boosted earlier in the week 
when the EU’s Economy and 
Einance Council (Ecofm) reached 
an agreement on a loan package 
of more than 500 billion euros 
allocated to cover the needs of 
members with solvency prob- 
lems and to defend the euro. 

The EU explained the Euro- 
pean stabilisation mechanism 
includes an aid facility to balance 
of payments to a value of 60 bil- 
lion euros with the Union’ s own 
resources as guarantee, plus 440 
billion euros in funds or guaran- 
tees supplied by the Eurozone 
member states, as well as a quan- 
tity from the International Mon- 
etary Eund (IME) to the value of 
at least half of Europe’s contri- 
bution. 

The agreed aid package will be 
added to the 1 1 0 billion euros that 
has been assigned to the rescue of 
Greece, which the Europeans and 
the IME will begin to pay out 
immediately, the EU said.

Launched back in 2007, 
'Allgarve' is programme 
consisting of a wide range 
of events that are staged 
inthe Algarve.

'Allgarve' was created to 
coverthe summer period, 
when most visitors are in 
southern Portugal, but 
with the release of this 
year's events' schedule, 
the programme is now 
running into December. 

Backed by total investments 
in excess of four million euros, 
more than 90 different events are 
lined up in this year’s packed 
programme. 

Lagos will welcome the B arce- 
lona-based La Eura dels Bans at 
the end of August, a moonlight 
opera at Silves Castle and the 
world premier of the Churchill 
musical at the Lagoa auditorium 
are but just some of the events resi- 
dents and visitors to the Algarve 
can look forward to between now 
and the end of the year. 

Speaking in Earo upon the of- 
ficial launch of this year’ s pro- 
gramme, the President of Algarve 
Tourism (ERTA), Nuno Aires 
explained that ‘Allgarve’ has as- 


sisted in the fighting the effects 
of the region’ s seasonal nature 
adding that the ERTA was “al- 
ready working on compiling the 
list of events for 201 1”. 

Earlier, Mr Aires explained 
that in 2010, “We looked to cre- 
ate a programme that practically 


covers the entire year, offering 
events in periods where there are 
fewer leisure activities for tour- 
ists but who have come to the 
Algarve in the low-season. 
Through this [programme], we 
are looking to attract greater in- 
fluxes of tourists to the region in 


the medium and long term.” 
State-Secretary for Tourism, 
Bernardo Trindade said ‘Allgarve’ 
is becoming increasingly “impor- 
tant for tourism in the region”, 
adding that tourist figures are 
showing signs of recovery, de- 
spite only being “tenuous”.

The Pontiffs first visit to Por- 
tugal this week marked the 1 0th 
anniversary of the beatifieation of 
two of the three shepherd ehildren 
that many faithful believe saw vi- 
sions of the Virgin Mary near the 
eentral town of F atima in 1 9 1 7 . 

The fifth papal visit to the 
eountry follows a trip by the late 
John Paul II in 2000 to thank Our 
Lady of Fatima for saving him 
from an assassination attempt in 
St. Peter’s Square inRome. 

Lisbon’s Auxiliary Bishop 
Carlos Azevedo said Benediet 
XVI was bringing a message di- 
reeted at “the spiritual erisis” 
whieh lies at “the root” of other 
erises, namely the world’ s eurrent 
fmaneial and eeonomie plight. 

The Pope aimed to “awaken 
Christians from sleep and Europe 
from deeadent values”, the bishop 
said. 

During the visit that runs 
through until this Friday, the Pope 
met with President Cavaeo Silva 
and with Prime Minister Jose 
Soerates. 

Offieials deseribedthe seeurity 
and eivil defenee operation sur- 
rounding the visit as the biggest 
sueh operation ever organised in 
Portugal. They underlined, how- 
ever, that there was “no speeial 
threat” to the pontiff, who at- 
traeted huge erowds at all three 
venues. 

Poliee estimated that up to 

300.000 people turned out to see 
the Pope in Lisbon and up to 

200.000 would gather innorthem 
Oporto at the end of the visit Fri- 
day. 

The biggest erowd - up to 
500,000 -was at Fatima. 

Anti-HTV/A TD S aetivists eriti- 
eal of the Vatiean’s position were 
using Faeebook to mobilize sup- 
port for a plan to distribute 28,000 
eondoms in Lisbon and Oporto 
during the visit. 

But they exeluded F atima from 
the eampaign. 

InPortugal, BenedietXVI finds 
a eountry where 9 million of the 
population of more than 10 mil- 
lion eonsider themselves Catho- 
lie, but where only about 2 million 
praetiee their faith, aeeording to 
the last 2001 eensus.

public employees a day off in Lis- 
bon and Oporto during the Pope ’ s 
visit to the two eities, a measure 
eritieised by assoeiations of par- 
ents worried over what to do with 
sehool-aged ehildren. 

Paul VI was the first pope to 
visit Portugal in 1967,eomingasa 
“pilgrim”, rather than on a state 
visit, in a show of displeasure over 
Lisbon’s three-front colonial 
wars in Africa. 

A devotee of Our Lady of 


Fatima, JohnPaul II visited three 
times in 1982, 1991 and 2000. 

But international foeus of the 
trip shifted to the paedophile sean- 
dals roeking the Catholie Chureh 
aeross the globe marked the start 
of Pope Benediet XVI’s visit to 
Portugal on Tuesday, with the 
Pontiff saying his personal suffer- 
ing over the “truly terrifying” is- 
sue was great. 

The “greatest perseeution” 
faeing the Chureh eomes not from 


“enemies outside” the faith, but 
are “bom from sin within the 
Chureh”, the Pope told j oumalists 
flying with him from Rome to Lis- 
bon. 

“The Chureh has a deep need 
to relearn penitenee, to aeeept 
purilieation, to implore pardon”, 
he said, referringto the paedophile 
seandals, before his arrival in the 
Portuguese eapital. 

The Portuguese Chureh has so 
far largely eseapedheadline-grab- 


bing stories of ehild abuse by 
priests that have shaken ehurehes 
elsewhere around the globe. 

The Portuguese Armed 
Forces’ chief ehaplain said later 
that the Pope’ s stanee on clerieal 
abuse of ehildren is a elear sign the 
pontiff will not flee the issue dur- 
ing his visit to Portugal. 

“This eourage is like that of one 
who direets an orehestra and does 
not flee from the rhythm”. Bishop 
Januario Torgal Ferreira said, re- 


ferring to eomments made by the 
Pope. 

The bishop said the pope was 
giving the issue “the relevanee and 
importanee” it deserved. 

Regarding other matters. Pope 
Benediet also ealled for “respeet- 
fiil dialogue” between the Catho- 
lie Chureh, the world of eulture 
and scienee and other faiths. 

The Pope made his appeal on the 
seeond day of his visit to Portugal 
before a gathering of 1 ,500 eultural 
leaders and representatives of the 
eountry’ s evangelieal, Jewish, 
Muslim and Hindu eommunities at 
Belem Cultural Centre. 

The German pontiff, speaking 
in Portuguese, aeknowledgedthe 
ehureh had mueh to learn about 
interaetion with other eoneep- 
tions and other faiths. 

“The respeet for other ‘tmths’ 
or the tmth of others is a learning 
proeess that the Chureh itself is 
undergoing”, he said. “Within this 
respeetfril dialogue, new doors for 
the eommunieation of tmth may 
be opened”. 

“Today eulture refleets a ‘ten- 
sion’, whieh at times takes the 
form of ‘eonfliet’, between the 
present and tradition”, he said, 
adding that there was a danger of 
“absolutising the present” at the 
expense of “past eultural heritage” 
and “without delineating the fu- 
ture”. 

He underlined the “millenarian 
influenee of Christianity” in Por- 
tugal, eehoing eomments he made 
on the first day of his visit on 
Tuesday whenhe ehallenged Por- 
tugal to champion the Christian 
legaey in Europe. 

“A people that forgets what is 
its tmthbeeomes lost in the laby- 
rinths of time and ofhistory, with- 
out clearly defined values, with- 
out grand, elearly announeed ob- 
jeetives”, the pope said. 

The pontiff reeeived a standing 
ovation at the opening of the eul- 
tural and eeumenieal gathering, 
when the dean of Portuguese ein- 
ema, lilmmakerManoel de Oliveira, 
aged 101, spoke of his “deep ven- 
eration” for BenedietXVI. 

Saying he shared “the values of 
the Christian family”, de Oliveira 
deseribed both art and religion as 
direeted towards “humanity and 
the divine essenee”.

European Commissioner 
Giinther Oettinger this week gath- 
ered leading members of the oil and 
gas production industry to ensure 
all is done to avoid disasters such 
as the one currently taking place 
in the United States. 

“No regulatory regime alone 
can give us 100 percent guarantees 
of safety”, Mr Oettinger said in a 
statement this week, adding: “I 
wish to make sure that the neces- 
sary legislation is in place and ef- 
fectively implemented and that, at 
the same time, all possible efforts 
are made by the industry to avoid 
a similar accident and consequent 
oil spill. 

“Politics and business need to 
work together to ensure that the 
European environment and the 
public are as safe as they possi- 
bly can be”, concluded the Com- 
missioner. 

While the EU has admitted that 
oil and gas exploration and pro- 
duction operations off-shore in 
Europe are not taking place in the 
same extreme conditions as those 
in the Gulf of Mexico, the EU 
must also deal with the possibil- 
ity of an accident near its shore. 

In the meeting between, EU 
Commissioner Oettinger andhigh 
level representatives of major oil 
and gas companies, theEU sought 
to gain reassurance that the pub- 
lic can feel safe about continued 
off-shore operations near the EU 
coast. 

The meeting reportedly also 
served as an opportunity for the 
Conunissioner of International 
Cooperation, Humanitarian Aid 
and Crisis Response, Kristalina 
Georgieva to present the ‘Prepar- 
edness and Response Plans’ to 
marine pollution incidents. 

The European Commission 
stressed this week that in case of 
accidents, offshore drilhng opera- 
tions are subject to the relevant EU 
environmental legislation, includ- 
ing directives on environmental 
impact assessment, habitats and 
wild birds’ directives, environ- 
mental liability, and the Water 
Eramework directive for coastal 
waters. 

While the responsibility lies 
with the affected coastal state, the 
European Maritime Safety 
Agency (EMSA) supports the 
pollution response actions. 

EMSA has a fleet of oil recov- 
ery vessels under contract in 
the different EU seas, which 
can be mobilized on request 
under the Civil Protection 


Mechanism of the EU. 

Meanwhile, Tony Sturges, a 
professor emeritus in oceanogra- 
phy at Elorida State University, 
has this week quelled concerns 
that the powerful Gulf Stream 
could push the oil slick across the 
Atlantic Ocean to wash up on Por- 
tuguese shores. 

A so-called Loop Current ema- 
nates in the warm Caribbean wa- 
ters before travelling in a clockwise 
pattern toward Elorida, when it 
ends up as one of the ocean’s 
strongest conveyer belts known 
as the Gulf Stream, which travels 
from west to east. 

Concerns were raised this week 
that the slick could eventually 
reach Europe, but Professor 
Sturges, without completely rul- 
ing out this possibility, believes 
such a scenario is improbable as 
things stand now. 

“Anyone who tells you they 
know the answer is being wildly 
optimistic; we can all give you a 
good guess”, he told The Portu- 
gal News from Elorida this week. 

“My own personal guess is 
that it is extremely unlikely that 
anything from this spill could 


reach the coast of Europe for 
many, many months,” assured 
Professor Sturges. 

“Itis more likely that you could 
have your own spill than that this 
one will harm your shores”, he 
added referring to the 2002 Pres- 
tige oil disaster which had pro- 
longed adverse affects on the 
beaches of Portugal, Spain and 
Prance. 

“We do notknow if the spill will 
hit the east coast of Elorida” let 
alone Europe, he added. 

Earlier, Tony Sturges had told 
National Geographic that if the oil 
were to be swept up into the Loop 
Current — which moves at about 
1 to 2 metres a second — “there’s 
essentially no way to stop it.” 

“Once [oil] gets into the loop 
current, you can bet the farm it will 
go around to the south” of the 
Elorida Peninsula and into the Gulf 
Stream, whichhugs Elorida’ s east- 
ern coast, he added. 

“If you’re at the top of a hotel 
in Miami Beach, you can see the 
Gulf Stream,” Sturges revealed, 
and that means oil may easily 
wash ashore on the state’ s famous 
beaches. 


Meanwhile, the Portuguese 
government has this week been 
called upon not to sign a contract 
that will allow oil exploration off 
the Algarve coast. 

Bearing in mind the risk of a 
possible environmental disaster in 
the Algarve, Mendes BotaMPhas 
demanded the government reas- 
sess plans to sign contracts. 

Mendes Bota has been a long- 
time campaigner against attempts 
by the government to turn the re- 
gion into what he described would 
become “a gigantic drilling field.” 

However, the State Secretary 
for Tourism, Bernardo Trindade, 
told reporters in P aro that the con- 
cems of Mendes Bota are “lateral 
issues” and they are not “currently 
up for discussion, nor do they 
deserve any sort of comment”. 

But Mendes Bota, while say- 
ing the fact that these contracts 
could be signed in the very near 
future “is an extremely disconcert- 
ing development”, has also filed a 
parliamentary request over the 
amount being paid by oil compa- 
nies for the right to search for oil 
off the Algarve coast. 

The issue of oil exploration in 


southern Portugal has died down 
in recent years after reaching fe- 
ver pitch in 2007. Back then, the 
government shmgged off concerns 
from interest groups in the Al- 
garve, especially those linked to 
the tourist industry regarding 
news oil companies wouldbe ini- 
tiating exploration activities off 
the region’ s coastline. 

With the project on ice for sev- 
eral years now, authorities in the 
Algarve had grown increasingly 
optimistic that plans of building 
oil platforms off the region’ s coast 
would remain on paper and not be 
transformed into reality. 

Three years ago, Lisbon au- 
thorities had said that oil explora- 
tion in the Algarve had not yet 
commenced solely due to difficul- 
ties in “reconcihng the agendas of 
Repsol and RWE” to sign Portu- 
guese government contracts . 

The Spanish and German com- 
panies (Repsol and RWE Dea, 
respectively) reportedly paid the 
Portuguese state 286,000 euros for 
rights to drill in the Algarve. 

Mendes Bota voiced his dis- 
gust to The Portugal News in 
2007, saying: “This is unbeliev- 


able - it is like being punched in 
the stomach. I have to keep pinch- 
ing myself - is this April 1st or 
something ? What a terrible j oke ! ’ ’ 

“Here in the Algarve our oil is 
tourism. Can you imagine the 
negative impact oil exploration 
platforms will have on the envi- 
ronment? It does not matter how 
far off shore they are - oil spillage 
does not respect distance.” 

He claims that tourism repre- 
sents the country’ s principle in- 
dustry and for the government to 
even consider putting it at risk was 
“astonishing”. He recently added 
that an oil spill could cause pro- 
longed damaged to Algarve 
beaches, coupled with the nega- 
tive impact oil platforms will have 
on eco- systems. 

The areas in question, which 
cover more than six thousand 
square kilometres, known as 
Block 13 and Block 14,he between 
Quarteira and Vila Real Santo 
Antonio. 

Drilling, should it take place, is 
expected to occur at a depth of 200 
metres, with the area off the pro- 
tected Ria Eormos a detected with 
promising indications that oil 
could in fact exist not too far from 
the coastline. 

According to the terms of the 
2007 proposed contract, the ini- 
tial period for exploration is over 
a period of eight years, with a 
clause existing for future extension 
should both signatories believe 
the proj ect to remain a viable one . 

It is estimated that in the event 
of an oil discovery, the state will 
receive 25 cents abarrel in Block 
13 and 10 cents in Block 14. 

The two blocks have been 
named Lagosta and Lagostim. 

Upon an eventual oil discovery, 
the companies will immediately be 
entitled to a 30-year exploration 
period in the Algarve, which could 
be extended to up to 55 years. 

This particular area of the Al- 
garve has already been subject to 
searches for oil in the past. 

In 1974, Chevron and Chal- 
lenger were awarded short-term 
contracts and Esso back in 1 980. 

However, the two companies 
currently in question, while see- 
ing it fit to spend the money to 
obtain the drilling rights, were the 
sole applicants in a tender 
launched in July 2003 . 

Scientists have regularly ex- 
pressed the opinion that Portugal 
contains all the necessary ingredi- 
ents to be an oil producer, but drill- 
ing from Oporto in the north and 
Leiria further south, has to date 
only resulted in the extraction of 
1,600 barrels of oil.

Dr. Antonio Almeida Fires, 
Viee-President ofthe ERTA, told 
The Portugal News this week 
that improving faeilities for visi- 
tors with disabilities was at the 
forefront ofthe Board’s eoneems.

strategic to ‘Flag’ the Algarve as 
an accessible destination, as well 
as making it a distinguishing fea- 
ture”, he said from the ERTA 
headquarters in F aro . 

At the end of last year. Dr. Fires 
was handed a dossier on the sub- 
ject and confessed “It is a subject 
I was not properly familiarised 
with”. 

“If you were to ask me how 
many hotels, units, or open 
spaces are properly equipped 
then we will start a conversation 
that won’t get us anywhere be- 


cause first we have to define the 
concept [of accessibility]”, he 
said, indicating that “there is an 
immensity of disabilities”. 

“According to statistics 
around 10 percent ofthe popu- 
lation suffers from some form of 
disability”, the ERTA Vice- 
President revealed, adding “as a 
general rule they travel accompa- 
nied by at least one other person”. 

“We are talking about num- 
bers that from a tourism point of 
view are extraordinarily impor- 
tant and strategic to the Algarve”. 

For this the ERTA is in the 
process of developing a “Code of 
Good Practices” to make the re- 
gion more accessible and attrac- 
tive to disabled tourists. 

“ W e must not be hypocritical, 
accessible tourism [could be] a 
community and economic activ- 
ity that has been unexplored”, he 
said. 

An invitation was extended to 
companies specialising inacces- 
sibility to present proposals sug- 


gesting how to improve the Al- 
garve as a disability-friendly des- 
tination and develop a long-term 
strategic process to achieve such. 

Three proposals are currently 
on the table and comprise “differ- 
entiated elements that are prop- 
erly prepared forreceiving amul- 
titude of people who do not 
travel, exactly because the desti- 
nations are not duly equipped to 
receive them”. 

“Three companies are willing 
to define strategic points to de- 
velop accessible tourism in the 
Algarve”, he affirmed. 

While very little has so far been 
made public. Dr. Pires believes 
the procedure is now in the “fi- 
nal stretch”. 

To further stress the impor- 
tance of the matter the ERTA, in 
collaboration with the Portu- 
guese Tourism Board, have or- 
ganized a first International Con- 
ference on Accessible Tourism, 
which will be held in the Algarve 
on May 28"'.

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Chaos returns to national airports as ash descends over Portugal 


Scenes of despair returned to Portuguese airports this week as thousands of people were once again stranded due to 
a second batch of ash plumes spewed from the Icelandic volcano Eyjafjallajokull that caused unprecedented 
disruption to air travel last month.

B etween April 

and 2 chaos ruled 
air travel as 
hundreds of 

thousands of 
passengers were stranded around 
the globe when numerous 
European airports closed and 
hundreds of flights were 
grounded for days on end after the 
volcano’s initial eruption in 
March. 

Experts predicted the first ash 
cloud, which caused an unprec- 
edented lock-down on UK air- 
space, could take weeks to clear 
properly. 

Passengers and airlines around 
the world breathed a collective 
sigh of relief when the no-fly ban 
was officially lifted on April 2 P*, 
though not without the industry 
suffering losses in the region of 
€2.5 billion. 

That relief was sort-lived when 
the volcano’ s activity intensified 
last Thursday, emitting a second 
plume of ash that has gradually 
descended over Portugal and its 
islands. 

Last Eriday the ash began 
wreaking havoc in Portuguese 
airports, subsequently causing 
the closure of some and the can- 
cellation of many flights . 

On Sunday, a total of 308 
flights were cancelled to and from 
Portuguese Airports, including 
Madeira and the Azores, accord- 
ing to national airport manage- 
ment company ANA. Thou- 
sands of passengers had their 
flights disrupted in Oporto, 
which was the worst affected 
mainland airport that day with 
the bulk of the flights, 153 in to- 
tal, being scrapped. 

By 17h00 on Monday a fur- 
ther 320 flights had been can- 
celled. That day Lisbon suffered 
the brunt of the disruption, with 
1 64 flights being called off. 

Notwithstanding Lisbon being 
the worst affected airport, other 
airports were far from calm. 

At Earo on Monday queues of 
people waiting for flight informa- 
tion extended nearly the entire 


length of the infrastructure. Oth- 
ers opted to bed down on the 
grass outside, making the most of 
the good weather. 

Some passengers were making 
peace with the fact they could face 
spending days at the airport. 

Twenty-four hours later, as the 
cloud moved south, the airports 
of Earo, the Azores and Madeira 
closed completely. 

Speaking at Earo airport to 
The Portugal News on Mon- 
day, an irate London-bound pas- 
senger said “This is absolutely 
disgraceful. That plane is sitting 
at Stansted and its not costing 


them [the airline] anything. It’s 
just costing us. I’m self-em- 
ployed and r m losing a fortune’ ’ . 

Mrs. McKay, a pregnant 
northern-Irish passenger whose 
low-cost flight to Belfast had 
been cancelled told The Portu- 
gal News she was facing a five- 
day wait at the airport. 

“The earliest flight back to 
Belfast is on Saturday and that’ s 
not good enough, for anybody to 
sit through this and have to 
worry about sleeping in an air- 
port for five days...” she said, 
visibly upset. 

Amongst Mrs. McKay’s 


group of eight people were three 
young children and a disabled 
person. 

“Nobody is responsible for 
us”, she continued, “The buck is 
being passed from one person to 
another. We want this sorted. 
How are these companies getting 
away with it?” 

Angered by the lack of assist- 
ance from all parties, she added 
“The consulate said they could 
get us cheap accommodation, but 
we haven’ t got the money for it, 
so what are they going to do for 
us? I feel really let down by the 
airlines and the British and Irish 


governments”. 

Sharing Mrs. McKay’s frus- 
tration, along with hundreds of 
other passengers at the airport, 
was 23-year-old Sally, aholiday- 
maker from Newcastle, and her 
26-year-old friend. 

After arriving at the airport the 
duo found their flight to Newcas- 
tle had been cancelled. They paid 
€600 to rebook on a flight with 
another airline to Leeds, which 
was also later cancelled. 

“We’ vebeenhere since six this 
morning”, Sally said, explaining 
they had “so far” waited in “huge 
queues” for four and a half hours 


“and nobody is that helpful”. 

The girls said the earliest alter- 
native flight available to them 
was two days later, on Wednes- 
day. 

“We’ve got no money. My 
Mum and Dad are in Malta, so 
they cannot put any money in my 
bank. I don’t know what we’re 
going to do”. 

“And my Mum and Dad have 
just paid the €600 for the flight 
that we can’t get on”, her travel 
companion said. 

Earo airport was re-opened to 
air traffic later Tuesday night, at 
22h00, with Madeira following 
at OlhOO on Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Elights between the Azores 
and mainland Portugal returned 
to normal on Wednesday. 
Azorean airline SATA airline put 
on 62 extra flights over the fol- 
lowing days to cater for passen- 
gers stranded at the various air- 
ports around the Azores archi- 
pelago and on the mainland, in the 
USA and Canada. 

On Wednesday (May 12‘‘') 
Irish low-cost airline Ryanair also 
introduced extra flights to and 
from Earo to allow stranded pas- 
sengers to return to the UK and 
Ireland. 

Elights ER7034/35 (Dublin- 
Earo/Earo-Dublin) andER9222/ 
93 (London Stansted-Earo/Earo- 
London Stansted) left Earo on 
Wednesday afternoon and 
evening, respectively, as air traf- 
fic gradually returned to normal. 

Portuguese meteorologists 
predicted that mainland airspace 
would be completely clear of the 
ash by 13h00 Wednesday after- 
noon, when it would be blown 
south of the Algarve. 

The ash was forecast to linger 
in the airspaces of the Azores and 
Madeira until the early hours of 
Thursday morning, after which 
they too were expected to be 
clear. 

Portugal’ s Meteorological In- 
stitute (IM) further predicted 
that the ash cloud “would not re- 
entre” national airspace.

B Carrie-Marie Bratley After suffering a series of knock-backs that delayed its 
launch by nearly a year. Sir Cliff Richard's eagerly- 
anticipated celebratory Sparkling Wine, specially created 
to mark his 50th year in the music industry, is finally being 
distributed and, quite conveniently, in a year that also 
coincideswith his 70^*^ birthday. 


Behind the scenes, the famous 
VidaNovaandOndaNova wines 
are in fact produced by three in- 
dependent farmers; Sir Cliff, 
long-term Algarve resident Nigel 
Birch, and his son Max. The 
grapes harvested from the three 
farms are heaped together at the 
trio’ s winery, Adega do Cantor, 
where they then “swap hats and 
become wine producers”, Nigel 
explained to The Portugal 
News in an interview held earlier 
this week. 

The partnership, “a sort of 
cooperative, if you like”, was 
formed in the early 2000s . 

Together the three have cre- 
ated abrand that is one of the most 
recognisable names in Algarvean 
wines. 

Having known Sir Cliff for 
nearly 40 years Nigel is as enthu- 
siastic about his partnership with 
his famous co-producer and long- 
time personal friend as he is about 
the wines themselves. 

At the time of Adega do Can- 
tor’ s forming. Sir Cliff had al- 
ready enlisted the help of a re- 
nowned Australian wine-maker 
David Baverstock to help him 
produce wine from his own per- 
sonal vineyard. It was suggested 
he joined forces with Nigel and 
Max to increase the amount of 
land as “Cliff didn’ t have enough 
to go it alone; it wouldn’t have 
been viable”. 

“Cliff was way ahead of us by 
some four years”, Nigel said, add- 
ing that the now-iconic name, 
VidaNova, had also already been 
thought up by the singer. 

“It means ‘New Life’ but it 
actually refers to the new vine- 
yard on Sir Cliff’ s property as the 
old one was ripped out”, Nigel 
explained, continuing, “Ironi- 
cally a lot of people think it means 
a new life for the Algarve and in 
effect it was. In a way he [Cliff 
Richard] was responsible for a 
revival of Algarvean wine”. 

In 2003 the trio celebrated the 
winery’s first batch of ‘Vida 
Nova’ , starting their production 
at around 20,000 bottles of one 
single type of red wine. 

Now, some 200,000 bottles of 
nine different varieties of wine 
(red, white, still rose - and now 
the first Sparkling) are produced. 

While the ‘VidaNova’ rangeis 
a blend of different grape varie- 
ties, the new ‘OndaNova’ range 
is single-varietal. A new Alicante 
Bouche variety is in the pipeline, 
which will be launched at the end 
of the year. 

Without doubt the most im- 
portant event is the launch of the 
commemorative Rose Sparkling 
Wine, which in itself was a minor 
feat as the entire procedure has 
not been without problems. 

Originally to have been 
launched in 2009, the celebratory 
wine was delayed by almost a 
year. It is believed to be only the 
second sparkling wine produced 
in the Algarve region, and the only 
one produced on a large scale. 

“In 2008 we decided it would 
be appropriate and really nice to 
create something a bit special as 


Cliff was celebrating 50 years in 
the music industry. So we de- 
cided to try and do a sparkling 
wine, which he adores”, Nigel 
explained. 

He describes the time from 
when they started picking grapes 
to having the wine ready for dis- 
tribution in May this year, as “a 
battle, battle, battle”. 

Nigel elaborated, “The Al- 
garve [in terms of wine produc- 
tion] is a controlled area and this 
was something quite new to the 
region. The problem was that, 
producing something new like 
this, no one really knew how to 
do it. I don’t mean make it, but 
what goes on the labels, for exam- 
ple, what is legal and what is not’ ’ . 

“It’s no good producing 
10,000 bottles of wine, and the 
labels, and then finding out you 
can ’ t sell it as one little phrase or 
dot is wrong”. 

“It has taken until now to get 
it up and running”. 

Further aggravation to the 
launch of the long-awaited cel- 
ebratory ‘Sparkler’ , “as Cliff calls 
it”, was suffered when they were 
told the bottles must be kept in 
storage for at least nine months 
before being distributed. And 
more recently, distribution was 
delayed following the eruption of 
the Icelandic volcano that caused 
an unprecedented lock-down on 
EU airspace. 

“It should have been launched 
on April L* and we had loads of 
pre-orders but they could not be 
sent out as they were delayed by 
the ash cloud”, Nigel explained. 

Given the set-backs and an al- 
most silent launch, a more glitzy 
official event could still be on the 
cards for later this year. 

“It’ s incredibly exciting as it is 
something good for this prov- 
ince”, Nigel enthused, adding 


“It’ s something that’ s here, it’ s 
modern, and I think it is going to 
be an important little number in 
our stable”. 

Acclaimed by the Interna- 
tional Wine Fair, which awarded 
VidaNovaaS il ver Medal , Nigel 
is proud of the trio’s achieve- 
ments . He believes their wines are 
still as popular now as when they 
were introduced, though ac- 
knowledges that having a famous 
co-producer is not without ad- 
vantages. 

“We are in a fortunate position 
as we don’ t just have Portugal and 
the UK [to sell to] we have other 
countries where we sell very well 
because of the Sir Cliff Richard 
name. 

“Denmark has a very, big fan- 
base ; they buy ten to twelve thou- 
sand bottles, ayear. “We sell well 
in Germany, again because of the 
name, and in Poland. We’re just 
about to open something new in 
Spain and we’re in negotiations 
with an American company, so 
yes, this is where we have an ad- 
vantage. If it wasn’t for the name 
we probably wouldn’t sell any- 
thing in these countries”, he rea- 
soned, realistically adding “If it 
were just my son and I setting off 
on the wine trail they probably 
wouldn’ t let us through the door, 
and that’s true”. 

Also available as of this month 
is the 2008 VidaNovared which 
Nigel describes as “absolutely the 
best wine we have ever made - it 
is fabulous”. So the future is look- 
ing Rose for the Adega do Can- 
tor. 

Stocks of the special 50“’ anni- 
versary ‘Sparkler’ are limited. 
Bottles can be ordered, pur- 
chased from the Winery’s shop 
or from specialist outlets.

Pruned budget 
forces Navy out 
of NATO anti- 
piracy ops 



The Portuguese Navy will cease 
participation in NATO's Indian Ocean 
anti-piracy operations due to Lisbon's 
austerity budget cuts, the office of the 
chief of staff said. 


“Given budget restrictions, 
the Portuguese navy will not par- 
ticipate this year in NATO’s 
permanent naval forces 

(SNMGl - Standing NATO 
Maritime Group 1)”, Navy 
spokesman Cmdr. Joao Barbosa 
told Lusa News Agency. 

He said it would be “the first 
time in the last four decades” that 
Portugal would not be part of the 
force. 

Portugal commanded 

NATO’s anti-piracy operations 
off the coast of Somalia during 
2009. 

The office of the Armed Forces 
Chief of Staff declined to com- 
ment on the Navy’s statement, 
saying it did not comment pub- 
licly on “budget issues”. 

Defence Minister Augusto 
Santos Silva announced last 
March that the Armed Forces’ 
budget would be pruned by some 
40 percent in 20 1 0 without speci- 
fying what sectors would be af- 
fected. 

The government is imple- 


menting a tough belt-tightening 
programme to fight Lisbon’ s bal- 
looning debt. 

However, it seems that budget 
cuts will not be affecting Portu- 
gal’ s role in Afghanistan. 

Portuguese forces serving with 
NATO in Afghanistan play a “rel- 
evant” role in alliance plans to 
transfer defence and security 
powers to Kabul, Lisbon’s 
armed forces chief of staff said 
last week. 

“Portugal has a relevant force 
already involved because we’ ve 
been in the theatre for sometime 
with two instruction and training 
teams for Afghan units and, in 
principle, we’ll re-enforce this 
commitment”, Gen. Lms Valen^a 
Pinto told Lusa in Brussels. 

Gen. Valen 9 a Pinto, who was 
attending a NATO military com- 
mittee meeting, said the transfer 
of powers should begin at the end 
of the year, but was still under 
study and required subsequent 
“political approval”.

Lisbon says Obama’s US policy changes ‘deep’ move 
in ‘right direction’ 


Changes inUS policy under the 
Obama administration have been 
‘ ‘very deep and headed in the right 
direction”, according to Portu- 
gal’ s defence minister. 

President Barack Obama has 
brought a “reaffirmation of 
multilateralism” and commit- 
ment to international law that 
represents an “irreversible turn- 


ing of a page” on the “sad experi- 
ence and options’ ’ of his predeces- 
sor, George W. Bush, Augusto 
Santos Silva said. 

“The effects of the Obama 
administration are powerful and 
an affirmation of the United 
States as agreat democracy”, the 
defence minister told Lusa News 
Agency on the sidelines of a con- 


ference in Lisbon. 

The international gathering 
was organised around the theme: 
‘ ‘The Obama effect and the future 
of planetary democracy”. 

Santos Silva called special at- 
tention to Obama’s change of 
polices in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

The announced timetable for 
withdrawal of US and NATO 


forces from both theatres, he 
said, had allowed an immediate 
bolstering of allied forces with the 
aim of readying local forces to 
assume increasing security re- 
sponsibilities, avoiding the “eter- 
nalisation” of the conflicts. 

He also praised Washington’ s 
linkage of support for Kabul to 
progress in good governance.

Calls for increased protection of 
unaccompanied minors entering the EU 


The aim of the plan is to create 
a common European approach to 
make sure that a decision on the 
future of each unaccompanied 
minor is taken by the competent 
authorities as soon as possible, 
preferably within six months. 

As a priority, Member States 
should trace the families of the 
unaccompanied minors and care- 
fully monitor their reintegration 
in their home society. 

If it is in the best interest of the 
child. Member States should find 
alternative solutions including 
granting international protection 
status or resettlement in the EU. 

It is not easy to have a clear 
view of the number of unaccom- 
panied minors coming to Europe 
in the migration process, but the 
asylum applications lodged last 
year by children under the age of 
18 unaccompanied by an adult 
can give an idea of the extent of 
the problem. 

Data from Eurostat indicate 
that in 2009, 10,960 unaccompa- 
nied minors lodged applications 
for asylum in 22 Member States 
(excluding Czech Republic, Den- 
mark, Erance, Poland and Roma- 
nia), which represents an increase 
of 13 percent compared to 2008 
when there were 9,695 asylum 
applications. 

The reasons behind the arrival 
of unaccompanied minors varies. 

Unaccompanied minors es- 
cape from wars and conflicts, 
poverty or natural catastrophies, 
discrimination or persecution. 


The European Commission has this week adopted an action planto increase 
the protection of unaccompanied minorsenteringthe EU, encompassing 
common standards for guardianship and legal representation.

Former police 
chief shot down 
inLaranjeiro 

A former PSP Deputy Chief was shot down by a Police 
Special Task Force last weekend after firing shots at PSP 
officersand later barricading himself in hisown 
apartment. 


The action plan proposes an 
EU approach based on three main 
strands for action: prevention of 
unsafe migration and trafficking, 
reception and procedural guaran- 
tee s in the EU and identification 
of durable solutions. 

“Europe must take immediate 
action to look after unaccompa- 
nied minors, who are the most 
exposed and vulnerable victims 
of migration”, said Cecilia 
Malmstrom, EU Commissioner 
for Home Affairs. 

“This Action Plan aims at set- 
ting up a common and coordi- 


nated approach to meet a chal- 
lenge that is to increase over the 
coming years. It is paramount 
that all Member States commit 
to grant high standards of recep- 
tion, protection and integration 
for unaccompanied minors. The 
principle of the best interest of 
the child should always form 
the basis for any action taken. 
We must focus on tracing the 
families of minors entering the 
EU territory alone and we must 
grant return conditions allowing 
them reunification with their 
relatives”.

Only two officers were on duty 
at Laranjeiro’s PSP station, in 
Almada, when arobbery to aresi- 
dency was reported. They both 
headed to D. Francisco de Melo 
e Noronha Street and were sur- 
prised by a man pointing a gun at 
them whilst still in the patrol car. 

The man fired one shot at the 
vehicle, the bullet shattering 
through the car’ s rear window and 
lodging in the head rest. The crazed 
man then ran to his house and bar- 
ricaded himself inside, firing sev- 
eral more shots in the officers ’ di- 
rection to stand his ground. One 
of the bullets struck an officer in 
the chest but did not prove to be 
fatal as it pierced a rubbish bin 
beforehand, losing its intensity. 
The only two officers on duty 
were forced to call for backup from 
nearby PSP stations, namely 
Seixal and Setiibal, as all other se- 
curity forces were busy carrying 
out operations elsewhere. 

Despite being surrounded and 
without any chance of escaping, 
the 5 2 year old man, aformerPSP 


Deputy Chief who was let go due 
to psychological problems fif- 
teen years ago, continued to fire 
shots at the officers, refusing to 
hand himself in. 

With the situation getting in- 
creasingly dangerous, a Special 
Task Force was sent to the loca- 
tion to negotiate with the man. 
After being shot at several times, 
they were forced to return fire 
and eventually killed the barri- 
caded individual. Several guns 
were found in the cri min al’ s home, 
namely a 7.65mm weapon, 
which only security forces offic- 
ers are licensed to use. 

Although the Minister for In- 
ternal Affairs Rui Pereira said the 
incident was resolved with com- 
petence by PSP officers, the 
Chairman of the National Police 
Union said it is “inadmissible” 
there were only two officers on 
duty in a police station that 
serves a population as large as 
Laranjeiro’s. “This incident just 
proves the lack of officers” said 
Armando Ferreira. 


Trio rape house-sitter in 
another Louie break-in 

Three hooded assailants broke into a British 
coupie's home in the Sao Louren^o area of 
Almancil (Louie) last Saturday night and 
reportedly raped a woman who was looking after 
the property at the time. 


A GNR source told Lusa 
News Agency that after the 
trio had broken into the prop- 
erty they threatened the 
house-sitter with a weapon 
described as ‘not a firearm’, 
and supposedly raped her. 

The PJ police confirmed 
that they are investigating 
the case, but added “at this 
phase in the investigation no 
more can be revealed”. 

Other local residents told 
Lusa that they were worried 
about the rise in violent 
crime that has been particu- 
larly noticeable in that area. 

Portuguese newspaper 
Jornal de Noticias (JN) de- 
scribed the victim as a 34- 
year-old British woman. 
The report said the woman 
had been looking after the 
house while the owners were 
away and that at around 
21h00 that night she had 


heard “strange noises”. Af- 
ter opening the door to inves- 
tigate she was taken by sur- 
prise by three masked men. 

The assailants are believed 
to have stolen various pieces 
of electronic equipment, bank 
cards, and money. One of them 
raped the victim. 

Since last November four 
violent robberies have been 
carried out on isolated prop- 
erties in the Louie region. 
Most of the victims are over 
the age of 50, foreign resi- 
dents, and show some signs of 
wealth, the GNR said. 

So far the victims have 
been British, German and 
Swiss. 

Nevertheless, in the 
Sobradinho area, where 
most violent crimes were re- 
ported, there are also resi- 
dents who are Danish, Finn- 
ish and Dutch. 
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Lisbon, Dakar aim at 
stronger business relations 


Portugal and Senegal have 
agreed to set up a mixed commis- 
sion and organise a bilateral busi- 
ness forum to meet in Dakar with 
the aim of boosting trade and in- 
vestment ties.

PT rejects Telefonica bid for 
its share of Brazil’s Vivo 


Portugal T elecom CEO Zeinal 
Bavathis week justified his com- 
pany’ s rejection of Spanish 
Telefonica’ s bid to buy the Por- 
tuguese share of Brazilian cell 
phone operator Vivo, saying 
such a deal would have “ampu- 
tated” PT’s future. 

“Divesting in Brazil through 
the sale of Vivo would have sig- 


nified amputating the future of 
PT, seeing that scale and growth 
are critical factors in the telecom- 
munications sector”, Bava told 
Lusa News Agency. 

PT announced Monday night 
it had turned down an unsolicited 
€5 .7 bilhon offer from Telefonica 
to buy PT’ s 50 percent share of 
the Brazilian company. The 


Spaniards hold the other 50 per- 
cent. Bava said PT was “totally 
committed” to a strategy of 
growth. 

“We will not ask for pardon 
from anyone for wanting to be 
leaders and masters of our fu- 
ture”, he said, adding that PT 
aimed to become a “truly multi- 
national” company. TPN/Lusa

Social Security Pensions in the EU 


In this 3-part series on Social Security Pensions in 
the EU, we will explore:

Part n°2- 

Comprehensive Rules 

When examining the application 
of Social Security Pensions in 
different countries around the 
European Union, the following 
important rules will apply: 
Aggregation 

If you didn’t work long enough 
to qualify for a pension in a 
country where you worked, you 
will receive credit for these 
periods in other countries where 
you worked and contributed. Eor 
example, you moved to Portugal 
after a long career in the UK. 
Having worked here for 6 months , 
you decide to retire. While these 
contributions will not be 
sufficient for a Portuguese S ocial 
Security pension, they will count 
towards your Old Age Pension 
in the UK. 

Residence or Stay Abroad 

Y our old age pension will be paid 
to you regardless of where you 
stay or reside within the 
European Union or the European 
Economic Area without any 
reduction, modification or 
suspension. This applies to 
former workers as well as to all 
pensioners residing in another 
State. 

Non-Contributory Pensions 

This principle does not apply to 
certain special benefits which are 
not based on contributions. In 
most cases, they are means- 
tested (i.e. paid to persons whose 
pensions are below a certain 
level). These benefits are paid to 
you as long as you reside in the 
State concerned. Eor example, 
guaranteed income for the elderly 


in Belgium, the supplementary 
allowance from the National 
Solidarity Eund in Erance, and 
non-contributory old age 
pensions in Ireland and Portugal. 
In other words, payment of these 
benefits will be suspended if you 
transfer your residence to 
another State, which will then 
grant you the corresponding 
benefit, even if you have never 
worked there. 

Eor example, you live in Portugal, 
where you receive a non 
contributory old-age pension. At 
the age of 65 , you decide to move 
to Prance. What happens? 
Portugal will suspend payment 
of your non-contributory old age 
pension, but Prance must grant 
you the supplementary 
allowance from the National 
Solidarity Eund. 

You Have Been Insured in 
One Single Country 
In this case, the amount of your 
pension will be calculated in 
accordance with the legislation of 
that country in exactly the same 
way as for its own nationals. It 
does not matter whether or not 
you reside in that country when 
you reach pensionable age. 

You Have Been Insured in 
More Than One Country 
Y ou will get a pension from every 
State where you were insured for 
at least one year. These pensions 


will correspond to the insurance 
periods completed in each of the 
States concerned. 

Eor example, you were insured 
for 10 years in Austria, for 25 
years in Belgium, and for 5 years 
in Member State Portugal. This 
means that you were insured for 
40 years in total before you 
reached pensionable age. Austria 
will calculate the amount of 
pension you would be entitled to 
after 40 years of insurance in that 
State. It will then pay you the 
amount corresponding to your 
actual periods of insurance, i.e. 
10/40 (or 1/4) of this amount. 
Similarly, Belgium will pay you 
25/40 (or 5/8) of the amount you 
would be entitled to in that State 
after 40 years of insurance. 
Pinally , Portugal will pay you 5/ 
40 (or 1/8) of the amount you 
would have been entitled to in that 
State after 40 years of insurance.

US harder hit by 
unemployment than EU, 
study finds 


The unemployment rate in the 
European Union has grown since 
the first quarter of 2008 as a re- 
sult of the economic crisis. 

However, the increase has 
been smaller than in the US , where 
the rate has overtaken the EU de- 
spite having been much lower at 
the start of the crisis. 

On a more detailed level, simi- 
lar patterns in the evolution of 
unemployment by gender and 
educational level during the cri- 
sis can be observed in the EU and 
the US. Long term unemploy- 
ment is higher in the EU, but ris- 
ing fast in the US. 

In the first quarter of 20 1 0, the 
seasonally adjusted unemploy- 
ment rate in the EU was 9.6 per- 
cent, just below the rate in the US 


which stood at 9.7 percent. 

US unemployment before the 
crisis was at its lowest level in the 
second quarter of 2007 at 4.5 
percent and peaked in the fourth 
quarter of 2009 at 10.0 percent. 

In the EU, unemployment 
started to rise in the first quarter 
of 2008, when it stood at 6.7 per- 
cent. Since then, the unemploy- 
ment rate has increased to reach 
9.6 percent in the first quarter of 
2010. While the rate continued to 
rise in the EU in the first quarter 
of 20 1 0, it decreased in the U S . 

This data comes from a publi- 
cation issued by Eurostat, the 
statistical office of the European 
Union, on the impact of the eco- 
nomic crisis on EU and US unem- 
ployment.

Legislation on the conditions for 
rail workers should have been 
transposed by the Member States 
by 27 July 2008 at the latest, fol- 
lowing consultation of the social 
partners.

comprehensive aviation agreement with Brazil, which is by farthe largest 
air transport market in South America. 


According to an economic im- 
pact assessment study, an agree- 
ment with Brazil could generate 
up to €460 million in consumer 
benefits a year. The potential for 
traffic growth is estimated at 
335,000 additional passengers in 
the first year.

European Union. I will recom- 
mend to EU transport ministers 
to open negotiations with Brazil 
as soon as possible aiming at 
market opening and high regula- 
tory standards. I am convinced 
that this would create new op- 
portunities for our industry. Pas- 
sengers would benefit from 
greater choice and a high level of 
safety and security. It would 
promote trade and tourism be- 
tween the EU and Brazil.” 

Negotiations would aim at 
opening market access for airlines 
and achieving a high level of regu- 
latory convergence. A market 
opening for air services between 
the EU and Brazil would create 
significant benefits forpassengers 
and for the air transport industry. 
More than four million passengers 
per year are carried on flights be- 
tween the EU and Brazil. 

Earlier this year, the Brazilian 
government expressed strong in- 
terest in air transport negotia- 
tions with the EU in order to re- 
move barriers for air traffic 
growth. The timing is of particu- 
lar relevance when considering 
the EIEA World Cup in 20 1 4 and 
the Olympic Games in 2016. 
European airports also explicitly 
asked the EU institutions to open 
in 20 1 0 air transport negotiations 
with Brazil and other strategic 
markets in order to facilitate the 
industry’ s recovery after the cri- 
sis. The Commission needs au- 


thorisation from EU transport 
ministers before opening such 
negotiations. 

In recent years Brazil has de- 
veloped excellent cooperation 
with the EU on aviation issues. 
An agreement negotiated with 
Brazil in 2009 ensures non-dis- 
criminatory treatment for all EU 
airlines. Negotiations on an avia- 
tion safety agreement between 
the EU and Brazil have been fi- 
nalised on the technical level. 
Brazil is organising jointly with 
the European Commission the 
EU-Latin America civil aviation 
summit in Rio de Janeiro on 25 
and 26 May 2010, bringing to- 
gether aviation leaders from Eu- 
rope and Latin America. 

The EU already has air trans- 
port agreements in effect with the 
United States, Canada, Morocco 
and the Western Balkan coun- 
tries. In recent weeks, the Com- 
mission has successfully final- 
ised air transport negotiations 
with Jordan, Georgia and a sec- 
ond-stage agreement with the 
United States.

Harmonised EU 
rules to foster high- 
speed wireless 
internet services 


The European Commission has adopted a Decision 
establishing harmonisedtechnical rules for Member 
States on the allocation of radio frequencies in the 
800 MHz band that contribute to the deployment of 
high-speed wireless internet services by avoiding 
harmful interference. 


In several Member States the 
800 MHz frequencies are being 
freed up as part of the so-called 
“digital dividend” resulting 
from the switchover from ana- 
logue to digital television 
broadcasting. 

If Member States decide to 
change the existing frequency 
allocation (for broadcasting) 
they must immediately apply 
the harmonised technical rules 
laid down by the Decision to 
make these frequencies avail- 
able to wireless broadband ap- 
plications. 

The decision does not itself 
require Member States to make 
available the 790-862 MHz 
band for electronic communica- 
tion services. However, the 
Commission is considering 


such a proposal in the forth- 
coming Radio Spectrum Policy 
Programme, which will take 
account of a recent consultation 
on the subject and the 22-23 
March Spectrum Summit or- 
ganised by the Commis sion and 
the European Parliament. 

Digital Agenda Commis- 
sioner NeelieKroes said: “This 
Decision paves the way for im- 
plementation of innovative 
broadband technologies and for 
the fast growing demand for 
wireless services to be met. I 
encourage Member States to 
take the necessary steps to im- 
plement the Decision, so that 
European businesses and citi- 
zens can take full advantage of 
the benefits of the switchover 
to digital TV.”

One problem has come up 
with Portimonense ’ s promotion 
as the stadium they currently 
play in does not have the requi- 
sites to host first league football 
matches, and also it is set to be 
demolishedin the near future. Luis 
Carito, Portimao ’s Deputy 
Mayor, has said that the Restinga 
Stadium, in Alvor, will be 
adapted to host big matches, in- 
creasing its capacity with remov- 
able seating. Whilst the changes 
in this stadium are not completed, 
there are two possible options 


being contemplated: Luis Carito 
has suggested the matches are 
held in the Bela Vista Stadium, in 
Parchal, but Fernando Rocha, 
Portimonense ’s Chairman, 
wants his team to play their first 
match in their own stadium, the 
Portimao Municipal Stadium. 
“The Liga made, a couple of 
weeks ago and at our request, an 
inspection to see what construc- 
tion needs to be carried out at the 
stadium so it can host Liga 
matches and we are now work- 
ing to comply with these recom- 
mendations, spending the least 
amountpossible” said the Chair- 
man, who wants to use tempo- 
rary structures at the soon-to-be 
demolished stadium that can be 
transferred to the Restinga sta- 
dium at a later date. 

These are only temporary 
measures until the future 
Portimao Sport Complex is built, 
with the football stadium ex- 
pected to be ready by 20 1 2 , same 
year when the Municipal Sta- 
dium will be demolished. 

The Lena Group, company in 
charge of the construction of the 
Sport Complex, has carried out 
practically no work on the site 
since the first brick was laid by 
the Mayor last year, but has guar- 
anteed that construction will be- 
gin this year.

March occupancy rates up 
as revenue falls 


InMarchthis year the number 
of people spending a night in a 
hotel in Portugal rose, but, con- 
trarily, revenue fell, according to 
the National Statistics Institute 
(INE). 

The number of people 
spending a night in a hotel in 
Portugal during the month of 
March this year rose by 2.7 
percent in comparison to March 
of the year before, to a total of 
2.5 million sleep-overs, made 
up by both residents and non- 
residents. 

Portuguese citizens staying 
in a hotel in March grew by 4 . 4 
percent in comparison to last 
year’s respective figures, and 
with non-residents making up 


1.9 percent. 

The sector’s takings in 
March totalled €1 14.9 million 
euros, withroomrates raking in 
€74.2 million. However, both 
figures suffered losses in com- 
parison to the previous March, 
of three and three point nine 
percent respectively. 

Overall, the number of nights 
spent in a hotel in Portugal dur- 
ing the first three months of this 
year reached 6.1 million, an in- 
crease of 1 . 1 percent in compari- 
son to the same period in 2009. 

Spaniards spending anight in 
Portugal rose by 30 percent, 
while the length of time spent 
in Portugal by tourists from 
Germany and Holland fell. 


PowerBoatrace 

The United Arab Emirates pilot, Ahmad Al Hameli (Abu 
Dhabi), won the opening round of the FI Powerboat 
racing season, in Portimao, lastweekend. The only 
Portuguese pilot competing inthe elite powerboat racing 
category, Duarte Benavente (FI Atlantic), abandoned 
dueto mechanical problems. 


Despite startingfrom third in the 
grid and with great chances of win- 
ning the event, Duarte Benavente 
only managed to complete seven 
of the 42 laps of the Portimao cir- 
cuit, being forced to abandon after 
a mechanical failure. “Wethought 
it was the trim pump, but it was a 
piece of the exhaust, that is broken 
inside it” said the Portuguese pi- 
lot, clearly disappointed with the 
result “Unfortunately, today the 
podium was within our reach but 
it escaped.” 

Ahmad Al Hameli (Abu 
Dhabi) took the lead from 


Francesco Cantando (Singha FI) 
on the seventh lap and completed 
the 45 minute race with 42 laps. 
It was the pilot’ s second consecu- 
tive win in Portugal, having won 
the event in 2009 as well. 
Cantando was 18.78 seconds 
behind Al Hameli, with Thani Al 
Qamzi (Abu Dhabi) taking the last 
place of the podium 21.97 sec- 
onds behind his teammate.

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Record number ofPortugal’s beaches awarded ‘Blue Flag’ 


In his opinion, this recorded- 
numberofprized beaches is a re- 
flection of the concern shown by 
all Portuguese in preserving their 
coastline. 

“There is concern shown by all 
entities in the investment they 
make and in the infrastructures 
they place onbeaches, by conces- 
sionaries and the way they man- 
age the beaches, and by people in 
the way they use the beaches”, 
he stressed. 

Being awarded a Blue Flag is 
also a “programme of environ- 
mental education”, Mr. Archer 
highlighted, adding that “after 20 
years the most adequate behav- 
iour [in preserving beaches] is 
intricately in each and every per- 
son”. 

Despite claiming that im- 
provements are still possible, 
Jose Archer saidthatthe number 
ofbeaches that were awarded this 
year is “very satisfactory”. 

“More than 50 percent of Por- 
tugal’ s beaches have a Blue Flag, 
which is a very good percentage. 
It is by far, of all Southern Euro- 
pean countries, the one with the 
highest percentage of flagged 
beaches”, he continued, describ- 
ing it as “the result of good 
work”. 

This year the northern region 
will hoist 56 Blue Flags on their 
beaches, 13 more than in 2009. 
This is thanks to the approval of 
seven new beaches (Silvade, 
Fraga da Pegada, Angeiras Norte, 
Pedras Brancas, Azul, Le 9 a da 
Palmeira and Gondarem) . 

Nineteen beaches throughout 
central Portugal will be flying a 
symbolic Blue Flag, one more 
than in 2009, due to the re-en- 


In total 240 Portuguese beaches have been awarded the quality-affirming 'Blue Flag', more than half of all Portugal's 
officially classified beaches and 14 more than lastyear. To achieve the annual European status symbol the beaches 
must comply with the highest health and hygiene regulations, being evaluated on a number of categories, including 
facilities, information available to beachgoers, and cleanliness. Jose Archer President of the European Blue Flag 
Association (ABAE) said: "This year we have a record number of 240 beaches [being granted the award in Portugal], 
14 more than last year, which is very significant". 



trance of the Esmoriz beach. 

It was in the T agus region that 
the biggest loss of Blue Flags was 
registered, with 1 1 fewer flags 
being attributed than last year. 
This was largely because three 
key municipalities, Sintra, 
Cascais and F igueiro dos Vinhos, 
refused to be eandidates as a form 
of protest against an alleged ‘ lack 
of investment’ in the region’s 
eoastline, as well as the rules and 
regulations of the eandidaey 
proeess. 

In the Alentejo 23 beaches 
were presented with flags, two 
more than last year, though it is 
the Algarve that boasts the great- 
est number of awards, with 69 
beaches having been attributed an 
award (15 more than in 2009). 

Three new Algarvean beaches 
have been bestowed the honour 
of flying a Blue Flag this year, 
(Gale Oeste, Arrifes and Batata), 
while two lost their flag (Pego 
Fundo and Faro Ria). 

Despite the chaos caused by 
the devastating floods, Madeira 
only lost five flags from its 
beaches and one from a Marina, 
being awarded 1 6 in total. 

The Azores was the only region 
to maintain the exaet same number 
of prized beaches, with 28 Blue 
Flags flying loud and proud. 

Fourteen Portuguese marinas 
will fly a Blue Flag, one less than 
last year, eight of which are on 
mainland Portugal (Porto de 
Recreio de Oeiras and Lisbon’s 
Park of Nations, Troia and Porto 
de Recreio, Sines [Alentejo] and 
four in the Algarve) . 

Fivemarinas in the Azores and 
one in Madeira also have the 
symbolic award.

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Sintra and Cascais 
refuse to run for 
beach Blue Flag 

Sintra and Cascais' respective town halls have 
refused to participate in the running for a 
Blue Flag award for their beaches, an 
acknowledgement of the beaches' quality, as 
a form of protest against the award as well 
as against the 'lack of investment' being 
made in the coastline. 


The European Blue Flag Asso- 
ciation last week announced that 
240 Portuguese beaches had been 
contemplated and granted an 
award, 14 more than last year. 

There will be 1 1 fewer beaches 
in the Tejo region flying a flag this 
year though, due to the counties 
of Sintra and Cascais pulling out 
of the running. 

Sintra second-in-command, 
Vice-Mayor Marco Almeida, 
vowed that as long as “central ad- 
ministration” does not “make in- 
vestments in the Sintra coastline”, 
the municipality would not put 
any of its beaches forward for a 
Blue Flag award. 

“As long as the ARH [Regional 
Hydrographic Administration] 
does not invest in our coastline, the 
town hall will not submit candi- 
dates for a Blue Flag”, he said. 

“We are worried about situa- 
tions with cliff faces in Azenhas 
do Mar and we are still awaiting 
investments from central admin- 
istration in that context”. 

In the past the country has re- 
frained from hoisting the flags on 
three beaches as a means of pro- 
testing the loss of the status on 
two other beaches in the region, 
accusing the ARH of not comply- 
ing with commitments it had made 
and a “lack of loyalty” to the mu- 
nicipality. 

Cascais alsorefrainedfrornmn- 
ning for a Blue Flag this year as 
means of “protest in relation to the 
regulations and management of 


the candidacy procedure”. 

Despite this, municipal execu- 
tives say that “throughout the 
year” they have taken the great- 
est care in cleaning and disinfect- 
ing their beaches “without any 
support from the competent en- 
tities” and guarantee that even 
without the Blue Flag the beaches 
still ‘ ‘offer an enviable and consist- 
ent quality” which will be main- 
tained throughout summer.

Where's my car? New SMS 
service announced 

People in Lisbon can now find out exactly where their car has been towed to by 
simply sending a text message, if it has actually been towed by Police. 


If a driver notices his car is not 
where it was last parked, he can 
send afree SMS message to 3838 
saying “Reboque[space]car 
registration” . A reply informing 
the person where the vehicle is 
impounded will be sent, if it has 
been towed by the PSP, Munici- 
pal Police or by Fisbon’ s Pub- 
lic Municipal Parking Com- 
pany (EMEF). It is also very 
helpful in case of theft, with car 
owners knowing practically in- 
stantly if the car is in the Police’ s 
possession or not. 


The cooperation protocol be- 
tween Municipal Police, PSP, 
EMEF, the Modernization 
Agency and Information and Se- 
curity Technologies Unit (UTIS) 
was signed on Monday morning 
at EMEF’s park, in Sete Rios, 
Fisbon. 

“When an officer sees a badly 
parked vehicle he will tow it, reg- 
ister the park it is heading to and 
its registration. As the hcense plate 
is registered, the system will con- 
sult the database of stolen cars on 
a national level, as well as in the 


Schengen countries” said Carlos 
Gon 9 alves, from UTIS. “It is a 
service that allows us to know 
very quickly if our vehicle was 
stolen, so it can be reported to 
authorities with speed” saidRui 
Pereira, Ministerfor Internal Af- 
fairs, adding “It is a service that 
allows police to simplify its 
procedures.” 

Fisbon is the first city to test 
this new system, but it is hoped 
it will be employed nationally in 
all cities with more than one im- 
pound centre.

And the Band Played On 


If Nero fiddled while Rome 
burned, the Portuguese are not 
far behind. In the US A, where I 
spent the past two weeks, 
CNN blared the news about 
Greece and continually asked 
“Who’s next?” I cowered as 
commentators talked about 
Portugal, “a tiny country that 
can’t handle its debt.” Other 
journalists lumped Portugal 
with Spain. (Many Americans 
don’t know that Portugal is a 
separate country.) The two, 
broadcasters said, had soaring 
unemployment rates, sprawl- 
ing social benefit programs and 
citizens who live on credit 
rather than on earnings. The 
New Y ork Times called Portu- 
gal, Spain and Italy, “ The Club 
Med Countries,” unable to sus- 
tain themselves except as vaca- 
tion destinations where people 
can no longer afford to visit or 
live. With all the terrifying talk 
about Portugal, I wondered if 
my TAP plane would even be 
at the Newark Airport on the 
day I was to fly home. (It was.) 

“What if your country goes 
away?” my best friend asked. 

“No way,” I said. But se- 
cretly I feared for the fate of 
tiny Portugal. 

Until I got home. Talk about 
time warps: Portugal seems as 


prosperous as ever. The restau- 
rants in our town, admittedly one 
of the most prosperous in the 
country, are full. A friend told me 
he arrived at an Alcabideche res- 
taurant this past weekend only 
to be told, “If you don’t have a 
reservation, we can’t seat you. 
We’re fully booked.” 

On a fact finding mis sion I went 
to CascaiShopping this past 
weekend. FNAC had so many 
customers in the checkout line 
that I thought they were having a 
huge sale. “No, my Portuguese 
friend said, “It’ s the beginning of 
the month. The Portuguese have 
money now, and they spend it.” 
Kiosks peddling credit cards lit- 
ter the aisles of the centre. Credit 
cards suffice for cash. When I 
spied on the counter at FNAC, 
90% of the clients paid with their 
cards. 

The only indications I see of 
the crisis coming here are in the 
numerous real estate signs indi- 
cating businesses, apartments 
and houses for sale or rent. For 
an experiment Don and I looked 
at an apartment for rent in a 
nearby building. The location 
was superb: looking out on a tran- 
quil park. But the apartment 
dated from 1986 with clear signs 
of aging. The kitchen, Don’ s fa- 
vourite room, was as small as a 


closet. The apartment had what 
the agent called a “maid’ s room”, 
surely a throwback from the old 
Portugal. When Don suggested 
that the owner enlarge the kitchen 
using this room, the agent said: 
“No way” and held to the €2,000 
monthly rent. When we told the 
agent showing us the property 
that we thought it was way over- 
priced she was unconcerned. “No 
problem she said, “I have two 
famihes coming to see it this week- 
end.” Six weeks later the apart- 
ment is still empty. 

Prosperity reigns in Portu- 
guese football. Benfica won this 
week, and my God son told me 
that all 65,000 seats were sold. 
Even with the modest cost of 
seats, surely there could be a 
better use of the money. (My 
God daughter wisely said, 
“The money they spend for 
seats could pay the electric bill 
for a month.”) 

Channel surfing the Portu- 
guese news stations was en- 
lightening too. SIC Noticas 
talks about the Pope’ s visit, the 
erratic weather, strikes in 
Greece and terrorist attempts 
in the USA, but rarely about 
Portugal’ s problems. I can only 
conclude that Portugal has al- 
ways managed to survive and 
will again this time. But it sure

Britain: AMarriage 
of Convenience 


There has not been a coalition government in Britain since the Second 
World War, but it may have to get used to them. The election on 6 May 
left both major parties, the Conservatives and Labour, short of a 
majority, and put history's also-rans, the Liberal Democratic Party, in the 
position of king-maker. It has used that position very cleverly, and 
Britain maybe headingfor a major constitutional change. 


about it. It’s the only way that 
they can ever fight their way back 
into the centre ring of politics. 

The Lib Dems ’ political ances- 
tors are the Liberals and, before 
them, the Whigs. For more than 
two centuries that lineage pro- 
vided one of the two great parties 
that alternated in power in Brit- 
ain. Then in the 1920s, with the 
rise of the Labour Party, the Lib- 
erals came third in one election - 
and never found their way back 
to power. 

The winner-take-all British 
electoral system (“first-past- 
the-post”) is cruelly unfair to 
third parties. In the election just 
past, the Lib Dems got almost a 
quarter of the votes -but less than 
a tenth of the seats in parliament. 
So many people saw a vote for 
them as a wasted vote, even if 
they liked their ideas. 

It was a vicious circle, so for 
many decades now the most ur- 
gent tactical goal of the Libs Dems 
has been to change the voting 
system. Alternative vote, “alter- 
native vote plus,” proportional 
representation - anything that 
gave them a fair chance of win- 
ning. 

The two “major” parties, the 
beneficiaries of the existing sys- 
tem, naturally resisted any 
change in the electoral rules . The 
only way it could ever happen is 
if both of them had to beg for the 
support of the Lib Dems. Like 
now. 

Lib Dem leader Nick Clegg 
would have preferred a coalition 
with Labour, since most Lib Dem 
voters are more or less on the left. 
But he rightly said that he had to 
talk to the Conservatives first, 
since they had ended up with 
more seats than Labour after the 
election on 6 May - and he also 
knew that Labour would be an 
even less trustworthy partner in 
power than the Conservatives. 

Former prime minister 
Gordon Brown tried hard to 
make a deal with the Lib Dems 
that would keep the Labour Party 
in power, but his party, aware of 
the savage cuts that any incom- 
ing government would have to 
make to deal with a runaway 
budget deficit, didn’t agree. 
Many of them thought that this 
was a good election to lose - so 
Brown’s prospective coalition 
partners, the Liberal Democrats, 
could not trust Labour to keep 
any deal he made. 

A senior Liberal Democrat, 
discussing the parallel negotia- 
tions that the Lib Dems con- 
ducted with Labour, explained 
that though the talks were ami- 
cable, “problems remain on 
deliverability and Labour cohe- 
sion”. In other words, some La- 
bour members of parliament 
would rebel against the deal, 
probably sooner rather than later 


- and since a Lib-Lab coalition 
would have the slinunest of ma- 
jorities, just a few rebels could 
bring the coalition down. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron, on the other hand, may 
come to rue the day when he 
agreed to the terms of the deal that 
finally put him in office. 

Cameron was not well liked by 
large sectors of the Conservative 
Party that he leads even before the 
election: he was a “moderniser”, 
and Conservatives are conserva- 
tive. But he is more actively dis- 
liked now, because many senior 
members of the party (and prob- 
ably most of the rank and file) 
blame him for failing to pull off a 
clear win against a Labour Party 
that was exhausted and partly 
discredited after thirteen years in 
power. 

They thought they were cruis- 
ing smoothly to victory, and they 
wound up twenty seats short of 
a majority. They accepted the ex- 
tortionate concessions that the 
Liberal Democrats demanded for 
a coalition because after thirteen 
years in the wilderness they were 
positively panting with eager- 
ness to be in government again. 
But when the going gets rough, 
they will blame Cameron for 
those concessions too. 

The biggest concession was, of 
course, apromise to the Lib Dems 
to hold a referendum on changing 
the electoral system. Labour 
made a similar promise, but in the 
as ses sment of the Lib Dems a coa- 
lition with Labour would not sur- 
vive long enough to get the legis- 
lation through, so they ended the 
Lib-Lab talks. 

The Conservative-Liberal 
Democratic coalition, on the other 
hand, has a big enough majority 
in parliament that it cannot be 
brought down by just afew rebels 
from either party. It could actu- 
ally last four years, which would 
be long enough to change the vot- 
ing system (if the voters agree, 
and current opinion polls suggest 
that they would). 

That is the Lib Dem strategy. 
If it succeeds, coalition govern- 
ments will become the norm in 
Britain. 


Nick Clegg, the Liberal Demo- 
cratic leader, used the five days 
of hectic negotiations after the 
election to extract a high price 
from the Conservative Party for 
agreeing to enter a coalition with 
them. Policy differences on taxes 
or educational policy could be 
finessed fairly easily, but Clegg’ s 
bottom line was electoral reform. 
That used to be a Conservative 
red line - but in the end they 
crossed it. 

Electoral reform? Who cares 
about that except a few policy 
wonks? Well, no: the Liberal 
Democrats care passionately

European Health 
Insurance Card 

SIR, There has been little no- 
tifieation in the media of the 
changes to the EHIC with regard 
to foreigners resident in Portugal. 
Under a new EU law, as from 
May L* all foreigners in receipt 
of a state pension from another 
EU eountry must have an EHIC 


issued by the pension-paying 
eountry. In this case it replaces 
any card they may have that was 
issued in Portugal for use in the 
EU. This is not to be confused 
with the Portuguese Medical 
Card issued for use by residents 
in Portugal. From my limited ex- 
perience with British expats it 
would seem that few people have 
been contaeted by the British 
authorities and sent the necessary 
form to return to Britain for the 
new eard. Those without new 
EHIC cards would have to rely 


on showing a passport to obtain 
state healthcare treatment in 
other EU eountries. For anyone 
wanting a new eard the following 
details maybe useful.

Out of the closet. . . 


Artist takes over Aperitive’s 
theatrieal wardrobe 

It is quite something for some- 
one who has never made a dress 
before to take on making all the 
eostumes for a 1920s theatre 
show. 

Although Dinah Littlewood 
did a splendid job of the jester’s 
costume for Aperitive Perform- 
anee Group’s mummers’ play 
two years ago (eomplete with 
eap and bells and tum-up pointy 
shoes), she had never actually 
made a dress before. Butthereis 
something in the atmosphere of 
Aperitive - the group is always 
enthusiastic to try new projects 
- and 24 hours after agreeing to 
‘help’ ereate the costumes for 
Aperitive ’ s new production The 
Beggar’s Thruppenee, Dinah 
was downloading authentie 20s 
designs from the web and scour- 
ing the eharity and Chinese shops 
for beauty on a budget. A week 
later and she had taken over the 
proj eet entirely and could talk of 
nothing other than beads and boas 
and laee trimmings. It would 
probably be more aceurate to say 
that the proj eet had taken her over 
entirely. 

Dinah, who studied Art in her 
youth, says she approaches the 
designs from an artist’ s perspec- 
tive and then tries to work out the 
practiealities - which she thinks 
is the wrong way round, but the 
only way she knows. She has 
greatly enjoyed learning about the 
20s era, and discovering how 
clothes are made. Of eourse, be- 
cause she is learning as she goes 
along, there has been a fair 


amount of unpieking, and prob- 
ably an unfair amount of stress! 

Although Dinah has a ‘ eameo ’ 
part in the play, as Mrs. 
S lammekin - Madam of a brothel 
and pieker up of unconsidered 
trifles (such as anything that isn’t 
nailed down in the local shops) - 
she is more used to singing on 
stage than aeting. 

She sang her first solo in the 
ehurch choir at 1 1 and has been 
taking leading voice roles ever 
sinee - including West Side Story, 
Ruddigore and a eoneert version 
of The Mikado. Last year she 
sang Dido in Purcell’s Dido and 
Aeneas. 

Although there is a lot of sing- 
ing in The Beggar’ s Thruppenee 
- amerry tale ofthieves and pros- 
titutes revolving around the el- 
egant, arrogant Mac the Knife - 
none ofit is in the least ‘operatic’. 
For this production Aperitivo 
wanted ordinary voiees that fit 
the charaeters - the singing is 
more the sort of thing you would 
hear when the pubs are elosing on 
a Saturday night.

This week we look at Mac OS X Leopard 


Mac OS X Leopard 

Windows isn’t for everyone 
and that’ s where Apple’ s Mac OS 
X Leopard operating system 
comes into play. Many users 
turned to Mac OS X when Win- 
dows Vista was released. There 
have been several improvements 
from Tiger to Leopard, including 
enhanced graphics and search fea- 
ture s. 

The biggest cons for Mac OS X 
Leopard are the slow installation 
on systems that just barely meet 
the minimum system require- 
ments and compatibility issues 
with some earlier applications. 
Some bugs have been fixed by 
Apple, however. In order to install 
Mac OS X Leopard, you must 
have an Intel G5 Mac, a PowerPC 
G5 Mac or a PowerPC G4 Mac 
with an 867 MHz or faster proc- 
essor. At least 512 MB of RAM 
isreconunended. 

For users of earlier versions of 
Mac OS X, the look may appear 
slightly different. However, the 
changes are still similar enough so 
users will have little problem us- 
ing the system. The Dock now 
organizes items in a more trans- 
parent format and icons can be 
viewed as a grid in addition to the 
list format. 

Finding files is much easier with 
the advanced Finder and Search 
For features. Another wonderful 
feature of Mac OS X Leopard is 
Cover Flow. By simply holding 
down the arrow key, you can shuf- 
fle through files and folders. Pair 
this with Quick Look and you can 
preview most files quicMy and 
easily along with a set of options 
on how to use and open the file. 
Photos and other images can be 
turned into a slide show with just 
a few clicks. 

If you are a multi-tasker, Mac 
OS X Leopard may be the operat- 
ing system that’s best for you. 
Instead of having countless win- 
dows cluttering your taskbar, 
Mac OS X Leopard organizes 
open windows into groups, called 
Spaces. You can group any open 
windows related to a project or 
idea into a single Space, creating a 
single window icon, instead of 
multiple ones. 

Backing up data is incredibly 
easy with Mac OS X Leopard’s 
Time Machine. The only 


downside to Time Machine is that 
you must have an external hard 
drive in ordertobackupdata. You 
cannot backup data to your inter- 
nal hard drive, even temporarily. 

For social butterflies, you can 
share your desktop with other 
Mac OS X Leopard users via 
iChat. You can also record ses- 
sions, fully customize your look 
and screen and share files and ap- 
plications through iChat. Anyone 
who hates using Internet Explorer 
can relax since S af ari is the default 
browser. Loads of features are in- 
cluded by default to make your 
browsing experience better than 
ever before such as Web Chps and 
access to Wikipedia from your 
Desktop. 

Security has been enhanced in 
Mac OS X Leopard, whichis now 
comparable to features included in 
Windows 7. The biggest problem 
is the firewall, which you must 
turn on manually. However, this 
is more than made up for by 
Sandboxing, which helps prevent 
outside access to your applica- 
tions, and stricter parental con- 
trols. 

Apple has released an upgrade 
to Leopard, called Snow Leopard. 
At first glance, there seems to be 
nothing new with Snow Leopard. 
Aside from minor tweaks in the 
user interface, there are no new 
programs or new capabilities in- 
troduced. There seems to be no 
reason to spend the extra few 
euro’s to upgrade from Leopard 
to Snow Leopard even if it’ s quite 
cheap. 

Looking deeper into these two, 
you will find that the change in the 
OS is not in the aesthetics but in 
its core. Snow Leopard is coded 
to take advantage of the process- 
ing power that has been available 
since Apple moved to the PC ar- 
chitecture. Multi core processing 
and high amounts of RAM have 
been largely untapped with the 
Leopard OS and Apple moved 
to utilize the untapped power. 
Benchmarks on the system 
and its native applications 
resulted in very signifi-

cant gains . There are even a lot of 
side by side comparisons that 
shows just how fast the Snow 
Leopard operating system is. 

The speed increase doesn’t 
really translate very well with all 
programs thatmn on Snow Leop- 
ard. Programs like Photoshop do 
not show any markable gain in 
performance. This is attributed 
to the code in these programs. 
They were originally written for 
Leopard and were not yet rewrit- 
ten to exploit the advantages pro- 
vided by Snow Leopard. This 
problem will probably be ad- 
dressed once the makers of these 
third party programs release 
optimized code for their pro- 
grams. 

Itmightnotbe suchagoodidea 
to upgrade since there are still 
very few programs that takes 
advantage of what Snow Leop- 
ard has to offer. But considering 
that it only costs €30.00 to get the 
upgrade from Leopard to Snow 
Leopard, it might be worth it to 


upgrade just for the performance 
improvements and fixes in the 
native applications. 

Honorable Mention: 
Windows XP 

Windows XP is the operating 
system Microsoft originally 
thought would be replaced by 
Windows Vista. However, users 
quickly discovered that Windows 
XP was more compatible with 
existing hardware and software 
than Windows Vista. Due to se- 
curity issues and hardware com- 
patibility issues, Windows XP 
remained Windows users’ fa- 


vourite Windows operating sys- 
tem. 

With the introduction of Win- 
dows 7, many Windows XP us- 
ers are upgrading. Support for 
Windows XP officially ends in 
2010, but any existing updates 
can be downloaded from 
Microsoft.com. Due to it’ s avail- 
ability of security updates and 
patches, ease of use and compat- 
ibility with most software and 
hardware currently available, 
Windows XP must at least be an 
honorable mention when men- 
tioning desktop operating sys- 
tems.

Pots of Style 


J If your terracotta pots took a hammering over the winter months and 
you ended up with a pile of crocks from broken, frost-damaged 
containers, it may betimeto invest in a new batch. Hannah Stephenson 
gives her suggestions.

Manufacturers have made 
great strides over the years to 
make stylish pots which will 
withstand the worst of the 
weather and still look good. 

In recent years, garden centres 
have been flooded with metal 
containers in both shiny and matt 
or weathered finishes, along with 
synthetic pots made from 
moulded resins which look like 
granite, stone or terracotta and 
won’ t cost you an arm and a leg. 

There are pros and cons for all 
pots . If you go for unglazed clay, 
the pots will be porous and 
therefore plant-friendly, carry- 
ing air to the plant roots . They are 
also heavy, thus keeping large or 
top heavy plantings stable. 

However, unglazed terracotta 
absorbs water from the planting 
compost, so the plants will need 
watering more frequently and, as 
many of you will have discovered 
after the snow, will crack and 
break in frosty weather unless 
they are protected from the ele- 
ments. 

Metal pots - zinc and titanium 
are now popular - look great in 
contemporary settings, with 
their sharp lines and eye-catch- 
ing sparkle, but they don’t do 
well in sunny situations as the 
containers quickly 
heat up and can dam- 
age the roots of the 


plants. You can, however, get 
around the problem by placing 
the plant in a different container 
and then putting that inside the 
metal one, adding damp compost 
or shredded bark into the metal 
pot, which will then act as insu- 
lation against the heat. 

Natural wood planters are 
widely available in soft and 
hardwoods and blend well with 
plant material. They are not af- 
fected by frost and are light and 
relatively inexpensive. Look at 
sets of barrel shaped planters. 
The disadvantage of wood is that 
if it is left untreated, the life of the 
container will be short. They will 
last longer if you line them with 
thick plastic sheeting. 

Many gardeners would baulk 
at the thought of buying aplastic 
pot, but today there are many 
good ones out there which really 
don’t look plastic and you can 
paint the pot with a metallic fin- 
ish to give it a contemporary feel. 
Plastic is light, cheap and you can 
drill as many drainage holes as 
you like. 

Good options include 
Sankey ’ s range of recycled plas- 
tic pots which look like granite 
(www.rsankey.com). 


The disadvantage is that over 
time many plastic containers go 
brittle, especially if placed in di- 
rect sun, and the roots have little 
protection from winter cold. 

A more convincing fake is resin, 
which is also light but can look 
like stone, granite or terracotta 
and is resistant to frost and heat. 
For me, it’s probably the best 
option if you want a good look 
but don ’ t want the has sle of hav- 
ing to lift heavy stone or 
terracotta containers. 

For those with contemporary 
tastes, fake metal is also available. 
Check out faux aluminium Geo 
pots at www.crocus.co.uk in a 
variety of shapes, which are made 
of fibreglass and resin, are light- 
weight, low-maintenance and 
frost-proof. Ask for drill holes to 
be made when you place your 
order. 

Of course, if you manage to 
visit an architectural salvage yard, 
this could be an Aladdin’ s cave 
of quirky containers to fit in with 
your setting. 

So don’t feel too bad about 
ditching your frost-damaged 
pots because there are plenty of 
stylish options out there to re- 
place them. 


It used to be associated with 
Popeye, but there’ s a whole new 
generation of spinach-lovers out 
there with the advent of bags of 
ready-prepared young spinach 
leaves in supermarkets as well as 
its use as a salad leaf. It is virtu- 
ally as easy to grow as lettuce. 
Y ou just need rich, fertile, weed- 
free soil and a watering can at the 
ready. For summer spinach, sow 
seeds from March till May 
(there are other varieties suitable 
for autumn sowing), thinning 
out the seedlings to 2.5cm (lin) 


apart for baby salad leaves, or 
7.5cm (3in) apart if you want 
bigger leaves to cook. Keep 
sowing a new row every 
month during the sowing sea- 
son and you should be har- 
vesting up until July. Good 
varieties include ‘Bordeaux’ 
and ‘Mediana’ . In high sum- 
mer traditional spinach won’t 
grow because it’ s too hot, al- 
though New Zealand spinach, 
a bushy, leafy veg, will thrive 
in poor soil and lots of sun- 
shine.

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Audi RS 5 Coupe 
raises the bar 



With a rear-biased all-wheel drive system, a 
faster zero to 1 0Okph time yet lower fuel 
consumption, and reduced C02, the Audi 
RS 5 Coupe is not only more potent but also 
cleaner by some margin. 


One hundred and eight thou- 
sand euros, there’s no escaping 
it, it’s a lot of money, and if 
you’ve got it to spend on a car 
you’re going to be spoiled for 
choice. If high performance is 
your thing the options open to 
you are still wide. 

If, however, you want a com- 
bination of power, four- seat 
practicality and all-weather ca- 
pability suddenly you’re left 
with only a handful to choose 
from. 

You can pretty much rule out 
any BMW or Mercedes, while 


ance. 

For some the RS 4 was the turn- 
ing point; after years of less than 
outstanding models, the car de- 
livered in spades. Ride, handling, 
traction and engine all impressed. 
No pressure, then. 

Audi’ s RS signature attributes 
remain with the RS 5: V8 petrol 
power, quattro all-wheel drive 
and affordability. With more 
power from its 4.2-litre engine 
(450 against the RS 4’s 420) a 
faster zero to lOOkph time (cut 
by .2 seconds) yet lower fuel con- 
sumption (8.96L/100km against 




anything from Porsche will be 
too expensive so that’ s bye-bye 
911. The all-weather stipulation 
really narrows down the field, 
leaving Nissan’s highly ac- 
claimed GT -R to duke it out with 
Audi’ s box-fresh RS 5 Coupe. 

Both pack four-wheel drive 
and a serious amount of horse- 
power, but that’ s where the simi- 
larities end - the GT-R’s 
Play Station-generation charac- 
ter puts it firmly in the camp 
marked ‘hardcore’ . 

It’s not every day a new RS 
Audi variant appears, as the firm 
makes it a tradition that only one 
model is produced at any one 
time. We’ ve just waved goodbye 
to the critically acclaimed RS 4, 
and the pressure is on the RS 5 to 
deliver an even stronger perform- 


1 1 . 24L/ 1 00km) and reduced 
C02 (252g/km against 324g/km), 
the RS 5 is not only more potent 
but also cleaner by some margin. 

The muscular-looking RS5 
also packs more technology than 
its predecessor. Standard fit is 
now a seven-speed dual clutch S- 
tronic gearbox, complete with 
paddle shifters. A specially 
tuned version of Audi’s ‘drive 
select’ system is included, which 
allows the driver to switch be- 
tween a comfort and dynamic 
mode plus an auto position. 
Transmission, engine, suspen- 
sion and gearbox characteristics 
are changed accordingly, plus 
there’ s a custom setting for good 
measure when the optional navi- 
gation system is chosen. And 
that’ s not including the RS-spe- 



cific suspension changes over the 
currents 5 model. 

Factor in two large tailpipes, a 
suitably appropriate bodykit, 
speed activated bootlid spoiler, 
big wheels, chunky-looking yet 
supportive sports seats and a 
smattering of carbon trim and 
you’ve got all the ingredients to 
make a stunning performance 
coupe. 

At this point the cynics will be 
waiting for the bad news. Sorry 
guys but this car really does hit 
the jackpot. Looking the part is 
an obvious plus, and the RS 5 
follows this up with a polished 
performance. 

Key to the car’ s ability to im- 
press is they way it adapts to 
changing roads and surfaces. The 
drive select feature is no gim- 
mick, and when left in the auto 
position the car is talented 
enough to demonstrate a bal- 
anced power delivery, intelligent 
gearshifts and a composed ride. 


For most of the time this proves 
to be the ideal setting. Comfort 
softens everything up a touch 
and tames the car’s otherwise 
vocal exhaust, making it great for 
discrete city driving. 

Kicking it up a notch is the 
dynamic setting which, as you’d 
expect, sharpens responses and 
turns the volume up on that 
beefy V8 motor. The result is a 
more direct and focused driving 
experience; from sleeping giant 
when in comfort mode, the V8 
barks and bellows its way up 
through the gears while the steer- 
ing delivers a weightier feel. The 
car feels more agile, too. 

Learning from the S4 and its 
advanced transmission, Audi has 
endowed the RS 5 with a rear-bi- 
ased all-wheel drive system in a 
bid to inject more fun. The 60-40 
split certainly makes the car feel 
more playful, and just for good 
measure the ‘sport’ rear differen- 
tial and a self-locking centre unit 
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triimacha

do a good job of fine tuning re- 
sponses and sending more power 
to the front or rear when needed 
respectively. 

You soon forget all about the 
technical gubbins when sat in the 
RS 5’s supportive sports seat, 
though. It only takes a few kilo- 
metres for you to realise that you 
don’t have to grapple with the 
car’ s steering or tire of its con- 
stant goading to get you to go 
faster. The sign of a well-sorted 


performance car is its ability to 
behave in a relaxed manner at 
slow speeds, yet respond in kind 
when you want to go faster and 
harder away from the city limits . 

The RS 5 will do all these 
things, plus you can also get two 
people in the back and a fair 
amount of clobber in its spacious 
boot. As far as high performance 
all-rounders go, the RS5 has 
raised the bar to new heights.

Sipping a margarita on a shady 
terrace fringed by palm trees, over- 
looking a vast expanse of crystal 
clear, glistening blue water, I could 
have been in the Caribbean, the 
Maldives or any number of exotic, 
far-flung destinations . 


The bright pinks and purples of 
cascading bougainvillea, tropical 
cannas with big, blousey red and 
orange flowers plus banana plants 
bearing great hands of fruit under- 
neath giant leaves all heightened 
the sense of the exotic. 


Far from the grey drizzle of 
home, I was actually in Tenerife, 
land of cheap booze, ‘full Eng- 
lish’ breakfasts and partying 
punters - a tourist hotspot sul- 
lied by overdevelopment and bad 
behaviour, mostly by visitors, 
over the years. 

Tenerife, however, wants a 
new reputation to lure discerning 
travellers back to its sun-kissed 
shores. 

The largest of the Canary Is- 
lands off the coast of north-west 
Africa, this Spanish isle has a 
temperate climate year round, 
rivalling destinations such as 
Dubai and The Gambia for 
weather, with flights from Brit- 
ain so much shorter. 

A smattering of exclusive ho- 
tels is emerging on the west coast, 
far from the all-night partying of 
Play a de las Americas and neigh- 
bouring Los Cristianos, where 
apartments go so far inland they 
swamp the surrounding hills. 

Away from all that is a Mecca 
of a very different kind - the five- 
star Sensatori Resort on the out- 
skirts of the little village of Alcala 
further up the coast, around 10 
minutes’ drive from the dramatic 
cliffs of Los Gigantes in the west.

Duque in Costa Adeje recently 
bought an impressive 12.2m pri- 
vate motor yacht for hire exclu- 
sively to clients, featuring the 
services of a crew and champagne 
all the way. It already offers air- 
port-hotel helicopter transfers. 

On a clifftop on the Guia de 
Isora, the distinctive Hotel 
Abama, 10 minutes by car south 
of Alcala, has its own golf course 
and academy. Lamous guests in- 
clude former US president Bill 
Clinton and Sir Paul McCartney’ s 
ex-wife Heather Mills. 

Several five-star palaces have 
state-of-the-art spa facilities, 
and everything from massages 
with hot volcanic stones to

ayurvedic treatments and thalas- 
sotherapy. 

At the new YHI spa in the 
Sensatori hotel, I drifted off as the 
therapist combined aroma- 
therapy with hot-stone massage 
to soothe aches and pains. 
Guests ventured into outdoor 
parlours for treatments, next to 
the infinity pool with uninter- 
rupted ocean views. 

At one time Michelin stars 
were unheard of on the island, but 
they are now part of the high-end 
package. At the Sensatori’ s 
Michelin-starred Calima restau- 
rant, our 12-course taster menu 
began with delicious dry-ice cock- 
tails and included delicacies such 
as foie gras, oysters and truffle 
cake, accompanied by fine wines, 
some produced locally. 

Chef Dani Garcia is a bit of a 
celebrity, and his language more 
polite than Gordon Ramsay. 

But it’ s not only the hotels that 
are falling over backwards to 
spruce up this island. 

Last year Siam Park, a water 
park, opened in the south, boast- 
ing the biggest artificial waves in 
the world of nearly 1 0 feet high - 
discerning thriUseekers have surf- 
ing lessons in the wave pool after 
closing time. Its surrounding 
beach is created with tons of 
silky white sand imported from 
Portugal. 

We hired a private cabana 
within the park, with its own bal- 
cony overlooking the wave pool 
to allow us the luxury of a safe TV, 
DVD and wi-fi connection, and 
mini-bar as well as comfortable 
loungers and an outside shower. 
If you want a similar package for 
four, including entrance, fast- 
track queuing and limited ah-inclu- 
sive deal in restaurants and bars, 
it costs around a cool €4 1 6 . 


Ecological measures are also 
being stepped up to save what is 
left of Tenerife’ s natural beauty. 

Whereas tourists once strolled 
the quarter mile or so from the 
cable car to the top of Mount 
Teide, the island’ s dormant vol- 
cano and the largest mountain in 
Spain at 1 2, 1 98ft, they now need 
permits to do so, thus reducing 
environmental impact on the 
summit area. 

Nearly a decade ago, virtually 
anyone could - and did - take a 
boat from Los Cristianos to 
watch whales and dolphins. 
Many beautiful creatures were 
surrounded by boats, with tour- 
ists happily snapping away. 

Under new rules, boats must 
be licensed and are carefully 
monitored to stop whales and 
dolphins from becoming dis- 
tressed. The marine guide on our 
charter said that this had driven 
away unscrupulous operators 
and improved the whales ’ breed- 
ing cycles. 

Entertainment on the island 
has also been upgraded. Pop leg- 
ends Rod Stewart and Sir Elton 
John have played at the music 
festival at the Golf Costa Adeje, 
nearLaCaleta. 

There is more culture from the 
Tenerife Opera House (Auditorio 
de Tenerife), opened in 2003 and 
rising out of the Atlantic like a gi- 
gantic white wave with its magnifi- 
cent overhanging wing. 

Situated in Santa Cruz, it is 
home to the capital’ s symphony 
orchestra, and is also used as a 
venue for performance arts in- 
cluding theatre, dance and Span- 
ish operettas. 

Tenerife is still home to all- 
night party-goers, English pubs 
and and bacon-and-eggs break- 
fasts after a heavy night. 
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But if all you want is peace, 
quiet and serenity in the ultimate 
tropical setting all year, it may 
be closer than you ever imagined.

Dry eyes 

Hot, dry weather, trips on 
planes and working or staying 
in air-conditioned rooms, can 
be painful for dry eye sufferers . 

“If your eyes regularly sting, 
itch or burn, or you feel you 
have a ‘foreign body’ floating 
about, you may be experienc- 
ing the common signs of ‘dry 
eye’ ,” says Dr Susan Blakeney 
from The College of Optom- 
etrists. 

“Dry eye can be caused by 
ageing or because you’re not 
producing enough good-qual- 
ity tears. It can also make wear- 
ing contact lenses difficult and 
can lead to irritation.” 

See your optometrist who 
will advise you on how to man- 
age this problem. Treatment 
may include over-the-counter 
moisturising drops to lubricate 
eyes, especially during the 
summer months, advises 
Blakeney. 


Carolyn advises that people 
look for sunglasses with a CE 
mark, which are up to European 
safety standards or BS EN 
1 836:2005, which are up to Brit- 
ish standards for UV protection. 


Getting an eyeful 

Summer breezes can blow in- 
sects, specks of dust and grit 
into your eyes, says Dr Chris 
Steele from ITV’s This Morn- 
ing. 

“If the particle can be seen on 
the white of the eye or inside the 
lids, pick it off using the mois- 
tened corner of a clean tissue or 
cotton-tipped bud,” he advises. 

“Alternatively, try to wash it 
out of your eye using cold water 
or a prepared eye wash.” 

If none of these methods 
work, Chris suggests applying 


With summer season well un- 
der way, it’ s time to think about 
having outdoor fun. 

But while bright sunny days 
and trips to the seaside are all part 
of summer fun, the trouble is 
they can put your eyes at risk. 

Sunglasses are as essential as 
sunblock, says Carolyn Zweig, 
a Boots Optometrist. 

“Protecting your eyes is vital, 
as too much exposure to harmful 
ultraviolet (UV) rays in sunlight 
can accelerate the growth of cata- 
racts or macular degeneration, 
both of which can cause blind- 
ness,” she warns. 

“Eyes are delicate - children 
and people with light coloured 
eyes are most at risk from sun 
damage . And reflected light from 
the sea or pools is as dangerous 
as strong sunlight.”

Pool and pollen perils 

Swimming in pools and hay fe- 
ver are the most common cause 
of sore, red, itchy and watery 
eyes that sometimes have a 
sticky discharge. 

“Most swimming pool water 
contains the chemical chlorine, 
which can irritate the eyes caus- 
ing conjunctivitis,” says Dr 
Steele. “If the soreness is caused 
by hay fever and you have typi- 


cal symptoms, like sneezing, 
itchy nose and throat, you’ve got 
seasonal allergic conjunctivitis.” 
If hay fever’ s the cause. Dr 
Steele advises protecting your 
eyes with wrap-around sun- 
glasses, keeping windows and 
doors shut on high pollen count 
days and trying antihistamine 
eye drops or tablets. If symp- 
toms last more than a few days, 
contact your GP.

Eye up the facts 

• After the brain, eyes are the 
most complex organs we have. 

•Eyes can process 36,000 bits 
of information every hour. 

• Most of us blink around 
1 7,000 times each and every day. 

• It’ s impossible to sneeze with 
your eyes open. 

• Around 40 per cent of peo- 
ple never wear sunglasses and 76 
per cent don’t make kids wear 
them, according to research by 
B oots and The College of Optom- 
etrists. 

Eye-opening illness 

General health issues are eas- 
ily spotted by a high street opti- 
cian during a 30-minute eye ex- 
amination. A check-up every two 
years can make a massive differ- 
ence. Here are some of the ill- 
nesses that can be spotted... 

Hypertension, otherwise 
known as high blood pressure, 
can cause heart attack. 

Danger signs: Damage to 
blood vessels in the retina. 

High cholesterol, a fatty sub- 
stance in blood which can raise 
the risk of heart attack. 

Danger signs: There may be a 



visible thin white line circling the 
iris, which is the coloured part of 
the eye. 

Brain tumours are tissue 
growths that can be cancerous or 
non-cancerous. 

Danger signs: A swelling of the 
optic nerve can be a sign of brain 
tumour, as can blind spots in your 
vision. 

Thyroid disease can cause the 
thyroid gland (which regulates 
metabolism and energy) to pro- 
duce too many hormones caus- 
ing health problems . 

Danger signs: Bulging or pro- 
truding eyeballs. 

Diabetes can increase the risk 
of heart disease, stroke and kid- 
ney disease. 

Danger signs: High blood- 
sugar levels damage tiny blood 
vessels in the retina - inside the 
eye - causing leaks of blood and 
fatty deposits. 

Strokes can be caused by a 
brain blockage or bleed. People 
can have a series of minor strokes 
without noticing before suffering 
a major one that may result in 
paralysis or death. 

Danger signs: Blind spots in 
your vision.

At Semonkong Children's Centre we have an outbreak of measles. Most of our orphans are not 
vaccinated against measles. Ourfirstsick child became ill on the 15*'^ April 2010. Ayoung girl called 
Matsiu. She is 1 1 yrs old and had been visiting family members at HaLesala, a nearby village. She had flu 
symptoms. Two days later the rash started. It was diagnosed - measles. Matsiu was extremely sick with 
high fever, conjunctivitis and diarrhoea. 



Thankfully a Baylor doctor, 
Dr. Lindy, was coming up to the 
high mountains for a visit to our 
local R.C. Clinic at St Leonards 
Mission. Baylor Doetors used 
to visit Semonkong regularly but 
now it’s usually only 1 day 
every 3 months. I took Matsiu 
along to the Clinic with our HIV 
infected children to see her. Dr. 
Lindy advised that we give her 
antibioties as measles often leads 
to eomplieations like pneumo- 
nia. Matsiu took her medicines 
and soon she was better again. 
For a week it seemed no one else 
would get siek. The ealm before 
the storm as it turned out. 

Then nine children got sick. 
Some were very sick and some 
just a little bit sick. Medicine 
time was taking longer and longer 
with many children needing 
treatment in the early morning, 
noon and night, to make sure that 
everyone got the eare they 
needed. Lots of kids were in bed 
with fever. Most were not so 
bad. They didn’t have conjunc- 
tivitis or any other nasty side 
effects. Most fully recovered 
quiekly. 

Isaiah, a high risk little boy, 
was also very sick and stayed in 
bed for a week. We took him 
food and drink and eheeked on 
him often. Isaiah is also on 
ARV’s, and every time we gave 
him medicine he would vomit, 
sometimes 3 or 4 tries before he 
kept his ARV’s down. It was 
very stressful. Without the 
ARV’s Isaiah eould die. These 
infeeted children have lowresist- 
anee due to their HIV infeetions. 
They battle to fight off a simple 
cold. Measles is for them, a life 
threatening disease. He seemed 
to pick up after about 3 days but 
then he developed a cough so we 
started him on antibiotics too. 

One of our new girls Alexina 
also got sick. She started first 


with pain in her thighs, and a fe- 
ver. We didn’t know what it was, 
so we eonsultedthe nursing staff 
at our loeal St. Leonards Clinic. 
She was given ampicillin and vi- 
tamins and paracetamol. After 5 
days she just was getting worse 
and not better. So we took her 
back to the clinie on Monday 
morning where they gave her an- 
other whole lot of medicines. 
She was getting weaker but did 
walk to the ear and back again. 
That day and evening, we went 
in often to see her and give her 
drink and medicine. 

The next morning, the house 
mother Me Lonia and our live in 
granny Nkhono Me Julia came 
aeross to the main house at 
6.30am, to tell us Alexina had 
died in the night. It is still a huge 
shock for all of us. Devastating! 

Then twenty children got sick. 
Alexina’ s little brother Liteboho 
who is 5 years old was also very 
sick with measles . For a few days 
it was touch and go. Thankfully 
he is better and is up and play- 
ing. As I write, all these latest 
cases have fully recovered. 

That life and death is not in 
our hands we all know. It is in 
God’ s hands but to experience a 
sudden death of a young child 
and so closely is extremely hard 
on all of us. Patriek took 
Alexina’ s body to the 
Semonkong mortuary: He then 
had to take visitors to Maseru to 
the airport otherwise they 
would have missed their flight. 
So Tara stayed at home to deal 
with all the neeessary arrange- 
ments here. 

It is the first time a child has 
died in Semonkong Children’s 
Centre so we had no idea what 
to expeet. A loeal Chief arrived 
very early to show his support 
and to offer his help in any way 
possible. The kids are all amaz- 
ing at dealing with the loss of one 


of their sisters. Life and death 
are so much closer to each other 
here in Africa. 

That evening we called a meet- 
ing with all the kids, and shared 
some verses out of the Bible. 
Y ou could have heard a pin drop 
it was so quiet! It was very 
moving. 

Thankfully at Pulane Chil- 
dren’s Centre we have, to date, 
no cases of measles. What is a 
fairly common childhood sick- 
ness in the west, is often life 
threatening in Afriea. Many or- 
phans and vulnerable ehildren 
suffer malnutrition and they are 
under weight. If parents have 
reeently died they are also in 


grief. If their resistanee is low 
due to an HIV infection, their 
young bodies battle to put up a 
fight against a disease like mea- 
sles. It is very sad to report the 
death of a beautiful child called 
Alexina. 

At the end of April, we hear 
that local government and So- 
eial Welfare of Lesotho have 
started vaeeinating all sehool 
ehildren in Lesotho, starting 
with our Semonkong sehools. 
W e hope and pray that this will 
be the end of the present out- 
break and that no more children 
die.

"A block of the brightest blue 
shade Eye Shadow used all over 
the lid, blending up and over the 
socket line and fading towards the 
brow," Lisa says. 

"A lighter duck egg blue shade 
was used at the inner corner and 
underneath the eye along the 
lower lashes." 

Emphasise 1950s eyes further 
with a black liquid liner on the 
upper lid and lift at the outer 
comerto create an 
elongated flick.

Key feature: Neon eyes 

"The fierce blue shade was ap- 
plied with a damp flat brush to 
lay down a strong layer of colour 
to the lids," Lisa says. 


"Using a dry blending brush 
the blue was shaded and brought 
out and up towards the temples. 
The bright orange shade was used 
at the inner comer and blended up 
towards the brow. 

"Einally the lime green shade 
was applied on to the brow bone 
and taken in towards the orange 
shade." 

Buff and soften the shadow 
shades with a large blending 
brush.

The pared-down look of the 
early nineties new minimalism. 

Key feature: Elawless skin 

"Create the perfect base by 
applying your foundation with 
a bmsh," Lisa advises. Try a 
product Concealer under the 
eyes, then use a light pressed 
powder to give a velvety finish. 

"Use a blush tint cream blush 
to the apples of the cheeks for a 
natural looking flush. " 

The Noughties 

Smoky smouldering eyes are 
the must-have look of the decade. 

Key feature: Smoky eyes 

"Always work on your eyes 
first so any excess can be cleaned 
off, before you work on the rest 
of your face - always a good idea 
with a smoky eye," Lisa recom- 
mends. 

"The brighter purple shade 
was used first over the eyelid as a 
base. 

"Next, I used the deeper pur- 
ple shade with a blending brush

Benfica have crowned themselves Liga Sagres champions 
aftera nail biting season thatwasonly decided inthe 
final round. The 'Reds' beat Rio Ave 2-1 attheLuz 
Stadium last Sunday, with the whole nation going wild at 
thefinal whistle and celebrating throughoutthe night. 


Benfica’ s season has been a 
stellar one to say the least, hav- 
ing won 24 of their 30 matches and 
lost only two, with the most im- 
pressive statistic being their goal 
difference of -i-58, having scored 
30more goals than second placed 
Braga. Their offensive character 
displayed from the beginning of 
the season made this season’s 
team the best scoring Benfica in 
the past 45 years, having con- 
quered their 32"** national title. 

Throughout the whole season, 
Benfica scored 124 goals in 51 
matches. 

Cardozo became the Liga’s 
top scorer in the final round as he 
scored both of Benfica’ s goals, 
putting him one goal in front of 
his closest rival Falcao (FC 
Porto). The Paraguayan striker 
scored 26 goals, one third of all 
Benfica’ s goals in the Liga S agres . 
The last occasion a Benfica 
player was awarded the best 
scorer was in the 1990/1991 sea- 
son. 

Their match to clinch the title 
against Rio Ave on Sunday night 
was a hard fought one, having 
taken an early lead thanks to 
Cardozo’ s sense of opportunity. 


All seemed to be going Benfica’ s 
way as Braga suffered a goal in 
their match, which practically 
guaranteed the ‘Reds’ glory. Rio 
Ave managed to equalise twenty 
minutes from the end, as did 
Braga, causing some concern to 
Benfica fans all over Portugal. 
However, Cardozo put all 
Benfica’ s fears behind as he 
scored the winner ten minutes 
from the final whistle. 

With an estimated 6 million 
Benfica fans in Portugal, waves 
of red filled the streets all across 
the country. Tens of thousands 
of people gathering at Marques 
de Pombal roundabout in Lisbon, 
which was closed for several 
hours for celebrations. 

Jorge Jesus, Benfica’ s man- 
ager, was ecstatic with the result 
at the post match interview: “Our 
objective was achieved. Ever 
since the first day we knew we 
could do it. It was a tough game, 
with lots of anxiety regarding the 
result. We knew how to wait for 
the right opportunities”, he said, 
adding “We were the best team 
all year, the one that scored most 
goals all season. We are fair win- 
ners.” 


Portugal's squad announced for 2010 South 
Africa World Cup 


Portugal manager Carlos 
Queiroz this week announced the 
24 players that will comprise 
Portugal’s squad this year in 
South Africa, just weeks before 
the competition begins. 

“The World Cup will begin at 
atime when almost all players are 
on holidays . There are some situ- 
ations during pre-tournament 
camp that can happen and we 
want to be sure that at the time of 
making a decision everybody is 
prepared to have the same oppor- 
tunities to play” said Carlos 
Queiroz. The Portuguese Fed- 


eration has had a complicated 
taskup until now, keeping aclose 
eye on several athletes with on- 
going injuries and tough final 
matches of the season “Our medi- 
cal team, and I, had to accom- 
pany all the details and evolution 
of some recoveries” said Queiroz. 

Speaking of Cristiano 
Ronaldo’s importance, the Por- 
tuguese manager hopes he can 
play at his best level without any 
physical limitations, as was the 
case in Portugal’s qualifying 
stages. 

Speaking of Portugal’s first 


match in South Africa, on June 
15* against Ivory Coast, Carlos 
Queiroz said “The first game is 
always important.” 

The 24 man squad that will 
competing in the 2010 South 
Africa World Cup is as follows:

Regarding players that partici- 
pated in the qualifying stages but 


have not been called for the finals, 
the Portuguese manager said: “I 
know the decision comes as a dis- 
appointment to some players due 
to their sporting merit and profes- 
sional conunitment, including for 
the national squad, but in the fu- 
ture they will definitely have other 
opportunities to win games for 
Portugal, and qualify the country 
for other competitions.” 


Frederico Gil loses to Montanes in 
Estoril Open final 


Frederico Gil’s dream run in 
the Estoril Open almost ended in 
absolute glory as he was three 
games ahead of last year’ s win- 
ner Albert Montanes in the third 
set of the final. Montanes man- 
aged to recover and so revalidated 
his title at the Estoril Open. 

“It was a shame, I could have 
done a little more in the last part 
of the match. Montanes had a 
more solid game than me and it 
was noticeable towards the end 
of the match” said Frederico Gil, 
after losing out to the defending 
Estoril Open champion in the fi- 
nal of the event. 

The first Portuguese tennis 


player to compete in the final of 
an ATP event, Gil lost 6-2, 6-7 
(7-4) and 7-5, unable to maintain 
his three game advantage in the 
final set, but very happy with the 
result nevertheless. Frederico Gil 
is currently seeded 133'^'^ in the 
world and should edge closer to 
the top 100 with his presence in 
this final. 

Spanish player Albert 
Montanes was obviously very 
happy with his second consecu- 
tive win of the Estoril Open, 
knocking out Roger Federer in the 
semi-final and managing to over- 
come his deficit in the final set 
against Gil. 


After easily beating the Portu- 
guese in the first set 6-2, 
Montanes admitted things “got 
complicated in the end of the sec- 
ond set.” 

To reach the final, Frederico 
Gil beat Florian Mayer (sixth fa- 
vourite), Santiano Giraldo, Rui 
Machado and Guillermo Garcia 
Lopez (fifth favourite). 
Montanes went automatically 
into the second round of the tour- 
nament as he was fourth favour- 
ite to win, and on the way 
knocked out Daniel Gimeno- 
Traver, Pablo Cuevas, Roger 
Federer and Frederico Gil in the 
final.
